Washington, D. C., April 2.~[Special.}—

Pinchot inquiry which involved the activity 
of Collier's Weekly on behalf of Gifford Pin- 
echot, Secretary of the Interior Ballinger an- 
nounced that he would “ bring the publish- 
ers of the magazine to justice.” 

** If they think they can attack me with im- 
punity, they are mistaken,” said Mr. Bal- 
linger, referring to the publications concern- 
ing him which are appearing in the magazine. 

While he would not indicate when or in 
what form proceedings in law would be insti!- 
tuted againat the periodical, he said if he lived

The statement that the se.- y intended 
seeking redress through the courts was made 
in discussing the article in the current issue 
of Collier's, headed “‘ Ballinger—Ghyster,”’ in 
which Mr, Ballinger is accused of an “‘ unpar- 
Gonable breach of professional honor”’ in 
connection with @ bankruptcy proceeding in 
the United States District court in Seattle. 

“Por the matcious, villiancus, and un- 
truthful attacks, of which this is simply an- 
other chapter,” said the secretary, “I pro- 
pose to bring them to justice. 

“Every suggestion they make has been 
thoroughly covered by testimony and orders 
of the United States District court for the 
District of Washington, Northern division, 
exonerating me from the slightest suspicion 
of any irregularity or impropriety.

First Move in Federal War on 
Bucket Shops Is Made Si-

Large Cities. 
SIXTEEN MEN ARRESTED, 


Millionaires Are Among the 
Men Taken; Wickersham Is- 
sues a Statément in 


Washington. 


Washington, D, .C., April 2—{Special. ]— 
Special agents of the departmient of justice 
today simultaneously raided brokers’ offices 
in New York, Philadelphia, Jersey City, Bal- 
timeore, and St. Louis. The action was the 
first move in a federal crusade against buck- 
et shops and the raiders were armed with 
bench warrantsijssued by the Supreme qourt 
of the District of Columbia. When the de- 
partment closed at night sixteen arrests had 
been reported. | 

Conspiracy indictments, im which twenty- 
ning persons are named—five of them said 
all interested in 
brokers’ offices in large cities of the United 
States—were returned late yesterday by the 
federal grand jury of the District of Colum- 
bia upon evidence which agents of the depart- 


-ment of justice had been gathering for more 


than a@ year. 

The indietments were withheld yesterday 
on the request of Attorney General Wicker- 
sham so that federal detectives might make 
the raids simultaneously upon the places 
suspected of being bucket shops.

Secrecy Is Preserved. 

This the United States government's first 
attack upon stock gambling has been thor- 
oughly prepared with greatest secrecy. Its 
scope practically covers the United States 
from the Missouri river tothe Atlantic.

Coleman Has Defenders. 

Mr. Bennett, occasionally relieved by Mr. 
Forgan, led the fight for toning down the 
report. He championed the cause and repu- 
tation of Mr.-Coleman, who {bs @ resident of 
bis ward. The city purohasipg agent, he 
argued, shouji not be held responsible for 
showing favoritism in the purchases of city 
castings, but it is said the charge wes not 
eliminated. Nevertheless, as the result of 
Mr. Bennett's championship, the major part 
of the responsibility for the {llegal purchases 
was laid at Commissioner Hanberg's door, 
instead of Mr. Coleman's. 

Most of the blame was put upon Mr. Han- 
berg because he was held to have knowledge 
of fair prices for castings, he having asked 
for and received bids therefor in 1908. Never- 
theless, he subsequently ordered castings of 
the Cummings company on requisitions, in 
sums of less than $500 at a time, at about 
double the price they could have ben ob- 
tained for by contract. ; 

He is charged with violating the law in pur- 
chasing castings by requisition instead of by 
contract, as the state statutes and city ordi- 
nances require. He and. his subordinates 
were held responeible for any waste in the 
finishing of the castings. 


The chief fight of the long session came 
upon this question.

is said to have been a tie, with Merriam, 
Finn, Fisher, and Tunell in favor of placing 
the blame on named individuals; and four of 
the other.five for elimination.

Says He Can Be Elected. ‘ 

“Can he be elected? From a careful study 
of the situation at close range with a knowl- 
edge of all the factors, the league believes 
that he can. 

“The most important thing to bear in mind 
is that the Democratic vote in the Second 
ward has been persistently underestimated. 
For several years aldermanic elections in 
the ward have not been seriously contested, 
and the presidential vote of 1908, which gave 
Taft 6,900 and Bryan 3,100, simply reflected 
the discouragement of the Democratic party 
at that time.

Aleohol Kills 140,000 a. Year, 
He Says; Expert Sees No 
Cure for Cancer. 


That the liquor question is of greater im- 
portance than the tuberculosis problem, and 


doctors, as well as clergymen and reformers, 
was the declaration of Dr. George W..Web- 
ster, president of the Illinois state board of 
health, in a lecture on “ Alcohol and Good 


under the auspices of the Chicago Medical se- 
elety in the public library building. 

* The death rate from alcohoi is as great as 
from tuberculosis, 140,000 deaths a year,” he 
declared. “ Ten per cent of ali deaths in the 
United States are caused, directly or in- 
directly, from the use of it. It has beenesti- 
mated that 50 per cent of municipal expend- 
itures for police departments is occasioned 
from the use of Mavor. Twenty per cent of 
our insane owe their condition to its use, and 
it costs $12,000,000,000 to maintain esylums 
and institutions. The death rate of 
alcoholics from pneumonia is 50 per cent. 


Wante Doctors to Aid Crusade. 

“ Drinking Mquor shortens human life. Our 
great insurance companies have determined 
this from the standpoint of dollars and cents. 
Statistics prove that any work, mental or 
physical, can be @one more efficiently, with 
less mistakes ahd less danger tc the indi- 
yidual, without alcohol. Ir infectious dis- 
eases we have proved that the abstainer has 
the better chance for recovery. Alcohol de- 
stroys the resisting power of the body and 
lowers the vitality. 

“Physicians should teach the effects of 
its use on working efficiency and in’ regard 
toe health, and in this way they could do more 
than the mora) instruction and arguments 
of clergymen, temperance workers, an. re- 
formers. We deserve condemnation as. a 
profession when we sneer at the clergyman 
and the reformer in their efforis to stamp out 
this evil.” 

Sees No Cure for Cancer. 

“Cancer and Its Study " was the subject 
of an address by Dr. L. D. Rogers at the Chi- 
cago Night university, 1430 Wells street. Dr. 
Rogers told of experiments with cancer on 
mice, which he declared have led to the be- 
lief that cancer is not infectious. 

“ The fact that cancer has not been shown 
to be.due to a germ, as it is not contagious 
or inoculable, tends to the support of the 
belief that no serum will ever be discovered 
which is curative,” he said. “in the United 
States the highest mortality in cancer ie 
in San Fran o, being 112 a year for each 
100,000 living. FPhiladeiphia comes next 
with 73, New York with 65, and Chicago 
with 61," 


VOTERS OF CITY 429,299; 
ELECTION BOARD GIVES T@TAL 


Final Announcement by Chief Clerk 
Cannon Shows Who Will Be Eligi- 
ble to Cast Ballot, 


Chicago's voters, who are eligible to cast 
ballots at meat Tuesday’s election, number 
420,209. This total was determined last night 
by Chief Clerk Jobn C. Cannon of the elec- 
tion board. It shows that close to 20,000 more 
voters than ever before in the city are reg- 
istered and that the total is 25,000 more than 
before the recent registration. 

Those now on the lists wil! be entitled also 
to vote at the party primaries on Sept. 15 
next, when there will be direct nominations 
for county offices, as also for some state 
offices.

The final figures of the election board were 
a disappointment to the Chicago Law and 
Order league, which thought it had caused the 
erasure of 2,720 names under the election 
commisstoners’ order that all suspects who 
failed to appear in response to notices should 
be wiped from the registration books, In- 
stead only 1,703 names Were 80 erased 

Mr. Cannon explained this discrepancy as 
being due to the errors in the affidevits filed 
by investigators, mostly of the Law and 
Order league. There were hundreds of mis- 
takes in names or residences, as wes shown 
when comparison of the affidavits was made 
with the registration books.

Libby, McNeill & Libby Clerk Is 
Arrested by U. S. Inspector. 


$12,000 ROBBERY CHARGED. 


Alleged Confederate Alds in Capture 
and Conspiracy Is Seen. 


J. Mason Smith, a clerk in the mailing de- 
partment of Libby, McNeill & Libby, pack- 
ers, was arrested yesterday, charged with 
the theft of $12,000 worth of stamps. A con- 
federate through whom he disposed of the 
stamps also was arrested. The police and 
postoffice officials refused to disclose the 
name of the confederate. or to say anything 
about him, except that he was a clerk em- 
ployed by one of the other packing com- 
panies. 

i stamp thefts are said to have extended 

er a period of years. Postoffice officials, 
agents of the company. the police, and priv- 
ate detectives have made frequent efforts to 
trace the thief, but were unsuccessful until 
yesterday. 

Postoffice Inspector Stuart gained a clew to 
the robbery when a north side business man 
whose suspicions had been aroused reported 
to him that Smith’s confederate had tried to 
sell him $400 worth of the stolen property. 


Smith Caught in Trap. 

Smith was caught through a trap set for 
him by Detectives Elston and Driggs of the 
postoffice force. The confederate, who con- 
fessed after hie arrest that he had sold the 
stamps said to have been stolen by Smith, 
arranged with Smith to take an additional 
$600 worth of the loot, telling him he had 
made arrangements for its sale. Smith ap- 
peared at an appointed place near the stock- 
gards with the stamps in a satchel, it is 
alleged. When he turned them over to the 
confederate the detectives, who had been in 
hiding, seized him. 

After his arrest Smith was taken to the 
stockyards police station and placed in a cell. 
He refused to talk to the police concerning 
the theft, or to tell anything about himself. 
It was learned, however, that he was 40 years 
ol4 and married. He lives at 8 Junior terrace. 

The warrant on which Smith. formally was 
charged with the theft was sworn out at the 
Englewood Municipal court by Albert Bett- 
cher, an employé of the packing firm's law 
department. Bettcher seid he knew nothing 
of the case, and that he swore out the war- 
rant at the request of his employers. Smith 
was arrested on a warrant in order that his 
prosecution may devolve on the packing firm. 

H. J. Aaron; chief counsel for Libby, Mc- 
Neill & Libby, said the stamp thefts had 
been the source of annoyance to the com- 
pany for several years, and thet all efforts 
to stop them had failed. 

“smith had been employed by the firm 
over seven years,” he said, “and was re- 
garded as a trusted man. He handled thou- 
aands of dollars’ worth of stamps, and when 
the thefts became apparent he was among 
those who aided in tne search for the suo- 
posed thief. 

“We have learned that Smith sold the 
stamps at a discount of 10 per cent, and there 
may be prosécutions of some of those who 
bought them from him. The postoffice offi- 
cials are working on the case, and until they 
finish their investigations we do not intend 
to disclose the names of those we are watch- 


"The postoffice authorities learned severa! 
weeks ago that stamps were being sold ata 
discount in Chicago, and they supposed these 
stamps were the proceeds of postoffice rob- 
peries. The samps were of in sheets 
of 100, just as they come from the govern- 
ment offices In Washington, .

JOHN A. LINN’S CAREER ENDS 


Former Clerk of Courts Succumbs 
to Pulmonary Bronchitis. 


HEALTH BROKEN. IN PRISON. 


Tragedy in Rise.to Influence and Con- 
viction as Embezzler. 


John A. Linn, former clerk of the Circuit 
and of the Superior courts, died yes- 
terday at his reeidence, 429 West Division 
street. Pulmonary bronchitis, with which he 
had been afmfiicted intermittently for seven 
years, caused his death. His last illness had 


extended over a week. 

The death of Mr. Linn closes a tragic life 
story. He had run the gamut of politics— 
from an humble start as a ward worker to 
the leadership of one of the strongest north 
side wards—the Twenty-third. 

He was one of the conspicuous figures inthe 
Republican organization for a half dozen 
years, with a state wide reputation, and an 
acknowledged force among his Swedish- 
American fellow citizens. 


Sentenced to State Prigon. 

The crash came in 1906, while he was clerk 
of the Circuit court, to which post he had been 
elected after eight years in office as Superior 
court clerk. The Citizens’ association, 
through revelations made to its investigators 
by Capt. Jas. J. Healy, who had been a clerk 
in Mr: Linn’s office, reported heavy financial 
discrepancies in the accounts of Linn as 8u- 
perior court clerk, The evidence was placed 
in the hands of State’s Attorney Healy. 

After twenty-five indictments had been re- 
turned by the grand jury, Linn entered a plea 
of guilty before Judge Dupuy and was sen- 
tenced to the Joliet penitentiary. He went 
to prison in May, 1906, broken then in health 
and spirit. He ultimately settled his finan- 
cial troubles with Cook county by payment 
of $81,500. At Joliet pulmonary troubles kept 
him in the prison hospital most of the time. 


Release Obtained by Friends, 

Two years later he was released after per- 
sonal effort exerted. by Mayor Busse and 
with the approbation and assistance of the 
~ gounty judiciary and authorities. He

Linn was born in Sweden in 1849 and 
eto Chicagoin 1864.

He was elected Superior court clerk 
in 1906 and 1900 and Circuit clerk in 1904. 

He left a widow and two sone, J. R. Linn 
and Edward A. Linn. For many years he, 
with his sons, had conducted a livery and un- 
dertaking establishment at 1844 North Clark 
street. The funeral arrangements have not 
been announced, —

The two differed last Monday when Werner 
gathered up his belongings and departed in 
haste. On Thuraday he was sent for by 
Thompson, but he only remained long enough 
to prepare the pay roll, sign some checks, 
draw his final pay, and attend to certain de- 
tails with which his superior was not fa- 
miliar, . 


Fear Lorimer’s Handiwork. 

Members of the county committee next to 
Thompson, himself the county committeeman 
from the Sixth*ward, are most interested in 
Werner's return. They suspect that Wer- 
ner’s o]@ “ boss,’’ Naval Officer Jamieson, has 
struck up a political flirtation and fear Con- 
greseman Larimér will win Werner to his 
side, 

In days gone by Werner, who ranks next to 
Mr. Thompson in the control of the Sixth 
ward, was a strong opponent of the county 
treasurer, but was drawn in line and re- 
warded with the best plum in the office. 
Owing to. Thompson's private tnterests Wer- 
ner practically has been running the office. 
Thompson was grooming him as the next 
county treasurer and the youngeman worked 
day and night for a record. 

There was a disagreement between them 
last year when 200 additional! clerks were 
needed for the collection of taxes and owing 
to the incompetency of the extra hands Wer- 
ner was compelled to work seven days a week 
and be the first and last employé at the office.

LAND COMMITTEE NEAR SPLIT 


Roosevelt’s Withdrawals Are 
Chief Matter at Issue Now. 


‘SENATORS ALSO ARE BUSY. 


Hope to Frame Oil and Gas Bill to 
Meet All Requirements. 


(BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT. } 

Washington,’D. C., April 2.—[Special. }—The 
proposed ratification of the Roosevelt land 
withdrawals may result in a definite split in 
the house committee on public lands. 

Members of the committee still were labor- 
ing today in an effort to unite upon the terms 
of @ withdrawal bill, but they were unsuc- 


‘$ cessful. The best that the western members 


would consent to was the proposal that the 
Roosevelt withdrawals should be ratified ex- 
cept tm those instances where entrymen had 
taken possession of land in the face of the 
withdrawals. 


This proposition was regarded by the other 
side as offering a reward, in effect, to west- 
erners who disobeyed the presidential! injunc- 
tion and took possession of the public domain 
in spite of the president's withdrawal, The 
conservation members of the committee 
never will consent co giving such a legisla- 
tive bonus to those who snapped their fingers 
in Roosevelt's face. 


May Take Issue to Floor. 

The result may be that the conservation 
members of the committee will stop their 
fight in committee and take the issue to the 
floor. The public lants committee is dom- 
inated by the westerners and it looks as if a 
bill completely ratifying the Roosevelt with- 
drawals never will receive its favorable re- 
port. 

The conservation niembers, therefore, are 
considering the advisability of letting the 
ratification section be stricken from the with- 
drawal bill in committee. In that event they 
will give notice thiat they will offer the rati- 
fication section as an amendment on the floor 
of the house, They have confidence that with 
the issue flatly raised on one of Roosevelt's 
chief policies, and with Taft strongly in favor 
of ratification, the house promptly qwill vote 
to ratify every withdrawal which Roosevelt 
made. 


Senate Bill Nearly Complete. 


While the house committee is wrestling 
with the withdrawal bill, the senate sub- 
commnittee on conservation is completing an 
oi] and gas measure. This wii) be introduced 
in the senate Monday by Senator Smoot. 
it abandons the conservation theory as rep- 
resented in the bill originally presented by 
Secretary Ballinger. 

The theory upon which the Ballinger bil! 
was constructed was that the surface title 
should be kept separate from the right to 
obtain off and gas from underneath the sur- 
face. This theory also was that for’ which 
Garfield stood and which was embodied in a 
bill drawn by the irmterior department and 
introduced in the Fifty-ninth congress. It is 
what the National Conservation association 
stands for. ‘

Present Law Liked Better, 

This failure of the subcommittee to adopt 
the principle of separation may be taken as 
an indication that the majority of the com- 
mittee {prefers the theory of the present law, 
which bestows titles in fee simple.

W. Cushman the Speaker 
Speculates on Future, 


Refers to the Trials of Public 
Men in Dealing with Pop- 
ular. Opinion. 


Washington, D. C., April 2.—In the solem- 
nity of. a service in memory of a departed 
colleague Speaker Cannon in the house today 
talked of the trials met “by public men in 
dealing with popular opinion and speculated 
upon the mysteries of the hereafter. 

There were only a few members present— 
chiefly those who were to speak of the life 
and character of the late Francis W. Cush- 
man, who. was a representative from Wash- 
ington. In the galleries, too, there was only 
a sprinkling of, visitors, a majority of whom 
had dropped in merely to see the house in 
session and with no special interest in the 
proceedings. ; 

The speaker had given no intimation that 
he would delivery'a eulogy. He had not pre- 
pared any speech. Rising from ‘his seat on 
the Republican side, Mr. Cannon paid.a trib- 


him to be one of “ good manhood and good 
courage,” : 


\ 
Cannon‘ Talks of Trials. 

‘One of the most trying positions in the 
country,”’ sald Mr. Cannon, “‘is to serve as 
a member of this house, the popular body.” 

The speaker then referred toopinions of 
constituents which represematives have to 
take into account and to the “2 per cent of 
the constituency that may change and send 
somebody else to congress.”’ 

“ Not only,” he said, “‘ have wea patriotic 
desire to serve the best interests of the coun- 
try, but also to be personally indorsed, and 
at times there is great temptation to try to 
please the 2 per cent or 5 per cent, taking it 
for granted that the remainder of the con- 
stituency will be for us any way. I doubt 
whether there is a man in the house who 
does not take into account the storms that 
come.”’ 

Mr. Cushman, he said, was of all men he 
had ever known the most indifferent to mere 
popular approval of his constituency. 

“It was frequently said,” the speaker con- 
tinued, “‘ that he resembled Lincoln. He did. 
I was acquainted with Mr. Lincoln. Mr. Cush- 
man had a history much like Mr. Lincoln’s.” 

Then, turning to the question of the great 
unknown future, Mr. Cannon said: 


Speculates on the Future. 

‘We cannot tell as to the future any more 
than we can tell of the past,” this reference 
being to his remarks concerning men's suc- 
cess or failure in their careers. 

‘We cannot conceive of an indestructible 
entity having had a beginning,” he contin- 
ved. “It is a great mystery. You may spe-- 
uviate about it but you never can settle it. 
I think more and more it is a consensus of 
opinion that each entity makes its own place 
here and hereafter.” 

Lowell, he said, had expressed the idea 
he had in mind in an essay in which he said 
men hold stock “in a great public debt that 
is sure of payment.” 

“ That is,’ concluded the speaker, * a debt 
which the Creator of this universe owes to 
the universe which he created. And I shall 
not sell my shares in a panic." 

The speaker sat down amid applause and 
soon left the chamber. Many other members 
delivered eulogies. .

Declare Prohibitory Order Will Kill 
Trade—Say They Favor Sane Fourth, 
but Object to Drastic Measure. 


New York, April 2.—Something of a panio 
among fireworks. manufacturers followed to- 
day wpon publication of Mayor Gaynor’s 
edict that the next Fourth of July in New 
York shall be noiseless, 

About three-fourths of the fireworks of 
America are made in this city and the biggest 
fireworks corporations of the country have 
their headquarters here. These corpora- 
tions represent about $5,000,000 of invested 
capital. 

“It looks as if the mayor’s order would 
have a terrible effect on us,” said one of 
these manufacturers today. ‘‘ It wil) kill the 
trade. 

“Not 5 per cent of the Fourth of July 
accidents have been due to straight fire- 
works. What ought to have been done was 
to pass a resolution against firecrackers over 
five inches long, toy pistols, dynamite caps, 
piank cartridges, and salutes. 

* Every foreign country has a fireworks 
day, but the laws are such there that you 
rarely hear of a serious accident: A com- 
mittee of experts, representing all the states, 
should be convened to draw up regulations 
for this country founded on European ex- 
perience. Harmless fireworks always should 


Mayor Gaynor’s order stopping the sale of 
fireworks in this city between June 10 and 
July 10 is merely a notice that an ordinance 
now standing but hitherto disregarded wil 
be enforced strictly.

Loeb Letter in. Evidence. 

Attorney Vertrees offered in evidence on 
redirect examination of Mr. Love a letter 
written by the president's secretary, Loeb to 
Capt. E. C. Hunter of Oklahoma, dated, Feb.

ECONOMY COSTLY TO NATION 
IN LOSS OF GOOD WORKERS. 


Many Employes of Nation Leave Service 
When They Fail to Get Wage In- 
creases. 


Washington, .D. C., April 2—[{Special.}— 
President Taft's economy plans have bit the 
agricultural department in a tender spot. To 
carry out the economy program Secretary 
Willson hae held the expenditures of the de- 
partment down to the lowest possibile figure, 
and has pleaded with his scores of young 
scientists to forego a raise in salary this 
year, because there is not money enough 
to go around. 

The result of the “ no raise in salary ” pol- 
icy of the secretary of agriculture has been 
to drive a large number of the leading ex- 
perts of the department into private business, 
where their scientific attainments command 
bigger pecuniary returns. 

It is estimated that nearly seventy-five 
men engaged in various lines of scientific re- 
search In the department have. left volun- 
tarily within the last few months because 
promised increases in salary have not been 
forthcoming. 

One-of the divisions hardest hit by the 
wholesale exodus of scientists is the bureau 
of chemistry. Dr, Harvey W. Wiley claims 
to have lost nearly fifty valuable employés 
from his department lately. Promised in- 
creases in salary which were due many of the 
scientists last summer did not materialize 
because of the desire to cut down all appro- 
priation estimates during the first year of 
the Taft administration. 

The climax has come in the appropriation 
of. large sums by the present’congress for a 
number of uses which do not appeal to the 
government scientists as worthy of public 
money. When the senate voted itself a mas- 
seur at $1,800 a year a short time ago indig- 
nation rose to a high pitch in the ranks of 
the men who at approximately the same gal- 
aries are devising labor saving and wealth 
producing methods for the farmer. 

The. senate was forced to give up its mas- 
seur, but the. government experts gre con- 
vinced that congress is frittering away 
through many other channels many times 
the amount that has been denied them in sal- 
ary increases. ¢

‘DAM LAGKS PERMIT FROM 0:8, 


Attorneys Learn Economy Com- 
pany Got No 0. K. for Work. 


RIVER IS HELD NAVIGABLE. 


Discovery Expected to Help Action to 
Qlear Channel. 


Information; hes been secured ‘byl District 
Attorney Sims from an examination of the 
recorde of the war department which gives 
fair promise, according to the department 
of justice, of changing the situation relative 
to the dam of the Economy Light and Power 
company at Dresden Heights, in the Des- 
plaines fiver. 

It appeafs that the company has gone 
ahead and built ita dam without a permit 
from the war department, which hae held 
the river to be a navigable stream. Presi- 
Gent Taft made the investigation when he 
“was secretary of war. The government 
brought suit in the United States Circuit 
court some time ago, following the adverse 
decision by the State Supreme court attack- 
ing the Economy dam on the ground that it 
unlawfully. obstructs a navigable stream. 

District Attorney Sims and Assistant At- 
torney James H. Wilkerson of Chicago are 
in Washington preparing for the prosecution 
of. the suit on behalf of the department of. 
justice. 

Search Brings Out Facts. : 

Following a search of the records in the 
office of the secretary of war by Mr. Simsand 
Mr. Wilkefson the announcement of the dis- 
covery that no permit wae issued was made. 
The Chicago officials declined to discuss the 


j results of their quest yesterday, but it is 


known that they reported the find to the de- 
partment as of the greatest importance. 

According to the new facts brought to light 
the Economy company applied to the war 
department for a permit to build the dam. 
Secretary Taft personally heard the applica- 
tion and asked the représentatives of the 
company whether the Desplaines was a nav- 
igable stream. 

They replied that it was not. 

*“ Then the war department has no author- 
ity to grant or refuse a permit,” Secretary 
Taft informed the representatives. * The 
war department exercises jurisdiction over 
navigable streams only.” 

Subsequently, however, the secretary of 
war investigated the status of the Desplaines 
and in an opinion sent to Attorney Genera! 
Stead of lilinois declared that the Desplaines 
was navigable. Under this ruling the Kcon- 
omy company should have obtained a permit 
from the war department for the construc- 
tion of the dam. 


Dam Built Without Permit. 

So far as the department of justice has 
been able to ascertain such a permit never 
was granted by the seeretary of war. The 
dam, however, was built without a permit. 

Attorney Genera] Wickersham believes 
that on the basis of these discoveries the suit 
to oust the Economy company at Dresden 
Heights is as good as won. The suit will 
be tried in Judge Kohisaat's court within a 
short time. It w expected that it will go to 
the Supreme court, probably at the next 
October term. Gov. Deneen’s suit to oust 
the dam failed in the state courts, which de- 
cided that the Desplaines is not navigabie.

- Mildest Threat One of Death. 

“The mildest threat in the letter was that 
if I persisted in rulings such as I have made 
I would be blown into the ninth corner of 
hell,” said Judge Dibell. “It even went ro 
far as to suggest that I quit the trial of the 
case. 

“The letter was signed anonymously by ‘ A 
Friend,’ but I threw it into the waste basket. 
I don’t take such things seriously. The let- 
ter ffom Chicago evidently was written by 
a woman. She assumed to know just how the 
shooting of Mr. Sayler was done, and Ge- 
clared that Mrs. Sayler was innocent. The 
woman evidently had lived In Crescent City 
for she seemed to bave an acquaintance with 
the pedple and places in that town." 

The third letter was from a woman who 
signed her name as Frances Wheeland and 
was Written from Colomb, Ill. It related tha: 
the woman had been rade a confidant of 
Golda Sayler and alleged that she had been 
told of a plot to take Golda’s life because 
** she knew too much."’ The writer intimated 
that the object of the plot was to obtain the 
money given to. Golda by her uncle, Pecer 
Weast. Judge Dibell ignored the letter 
though it also was shown to the attorneys. 


State Closes; Defense Opens. . 

State’s Attorney John Pallisard closed 
the state's case this afternoon, the last wit- 
ness being Ira Grunden, a brother of Mrs. 
Sayler, who was sleeping in the Sayler house 
at the time of the tragedy. He merely was 
asked to identify the automatic pistol taken 
from him the next day by the deputy sheriff, 
whch'is held to be the pistol Belonging to 
Dr. Miller, with which Sayler was killed. 

The opening statement for the defense was 
made by Attorney J. W. Kern, who outlined 
the self-defense theory on behalf of the de- 
fendants. He. recited the details of the 
tragedy as it is to be told by the three de- 
fendants, all of whom are-.to be put on the 
witness stand. He described a desperate 
conflict, naming the slain man as the assail- 
ant. 

“Mrs. Sayler was a woman who Hked out- 
door life,” he said. “ She was the first wom- 
an in the community to respond in case of 
sickness or trouble, and her associations 
with Dr. Miller were in part because of her 
ministering to the afflicted. 


Got Money from Peter Weast. 

“ We will show that she traveled in Europe 
with her brother-in-law, Peter Weast, that 
her relations with her husband always were 
agreeable, and that she frequently went to 
Weast and obtained money for her husband, 
once giving him $1,500 out of her savings.

WATCH HEALTH OF CHILDREN, 
IS HEALTH BULLETIN’S ADVICE 


Bore Throats and Other Minor Ailments 
Often Develop Into Serious Iliness— 
Pneumonia Killed 792 in March. 


Parents are warned, in the bulletin of the 
health. department issued fyesterday, to 
watch.their children closely, now that warm 
weather tempts the small folk out in num- 
bers. Every minor symptom of illness 
should be investigated, the bulletin advises, 
saying: 

“Those ‘little sore throats,’ those ‘ little 
stomach rashes” and ‘hives’ in children 
should’ be looked into. Three-quarters of 
them are mild attacks of a serious disease. 
The child who catches diphtheria from one 
of these ‘simple sore throats ’ is just as Ha- 
bie to have a serious illness as though it had 
caught it from a bad. case. Sore throats 
should ell be examined for diphtheria and 
acariet fever.” 

The death rate for March was 17.1 per thou- 
sand of population, the highest for this 
moath since 1900 and considerably above the 
average for the year. nia—a pre- 
ventable disease—caused 792 deaths and

Broke a World’s Record. | 

Le Bion distinguished himself ae an aero- 
planist by beating the record for five kile- 
meters at the Cairo meeting last February, 
when he covered the distance in four min- 
utes,.two seconds. As an automobdilist, he 
took part in the Vanderbilt cup race over the 
Long Island course in 1906 and was sixth 
when the race was calipd. He took part ina 
number of other big automobile events.

Opposition Angered by Rigid 
Closure Rules Which As- - 
quith Will.

Premier May Be Compelled to 
Admit He Has Made Deal 
with O’Brienites.

LONDON, April 2.— While parliament 
spends its days and nights discussing the re- 
form or the abolition of the house of lords 
and skirmishing over the budget the British 
public does not manifest any interest th 
politics. The publie has mede up ite mind 
that a general election is coming sometime 
soon, whether it comes next month or in 
midsummer interests them little. The peo- 
ple are tired of turmoil and the wranglings 
of politicians. . “ 

The most important political development 
of the week is the disclosure of the obvious 
intention of the government to rush the 
crisis, cost what it may. This intention was 
disclosed by Premier Asquith’s announce- 
ment that*the government had determined 
to pass the budget by the end of the month 
or perish in the attempt. Asquith has given 
the house of commons five parliamentary 
days in which to make a revolution, five days 
in which to destroy the legislative power of 
the lords and reduce the life of all parlia- 
ments from seven to five years. 

Premier Asquith’s resolutions exceed in 
importance and would have effects more pro- 
found than ary legislative proposals of the 
last two centuries. Despite the importance 
of these resolutions the premier intends to 
permit only five days. of debate. 


Closure Angers the Unionists. 

The government's decision to fotce a clos- 
ure by compartments on the debate upon 
the resolutions next week hae aroused the 
indignation of the Unionists, who protest 
against the premier’s drastic measures in 
stifling discussion, but the majority of the 
members of the commons express relief that 
the end finally is in sight. 

Despite denials the idea prevails in the 


} lobby of the commons that the government 
has made adeal with the Irish Nationalists, . 


Whether it has or not may be developed in 
the course of speeches by the Nationalist ard 
O’ Brienite leaders of Ireland in the next few 
days. If the disclosure ts not made in Ire- 
land Lord Claude Hamilton may compel 
the premier to confees on Monday, for Ham- 
ilton intends to ask Asquith whether the 
government promised any concessions to the 
Irish Nationalists on the land and spirits 
clauses of the budget and if so when he will 
take the commons into bis confidence. ~* 

It is suspected that a deal has been made 
between the Labor party and the Irish Na- 
tionalists. A Laborite reports negotiatione 
between the Labor party and the Irish based 
on the .representation that continued Irish 
opposition to the budget might have the effect 
of alienating the sympathy of the Labor 
forces. 

Redmond Sticks to Course. 

Redmond, it is said, regretted that neither 
he nor his party could see thelr way to 
modify their attitude, a decision which he 
stated in these words: “If the government 
persists In the policy of attempting to pass 
the budget through all its stages in the com- 
mons before the veto resolutions are finally 
disposed of by the peers, ‘there Is no other 
course open to us but to vote against the 
budget, and that course we shall most cer- 
tainly take.”’ 4 

Politicians are asking what Winston 
Churchill meant when he made his dra- 
matic declaration Thursday night that it now 
became necessary for the crown and com- 
mons, acting together, to restore the balance 
of the constitution and restrict forever the 
veto power of the lords. It is unusual for 
members of the cabinet to introduce the 
name of the soveerign in this direct, explicit 
manner. 

It is understood that Churchill had the 
authority of the other cabineters, and poii- 
ticlans are wondering whether the govern- 
ment intends to go to the king and ask his 
majesty to create whatever number of peers 
may be necessary to force the veto through. 
Whether the king would agree to create a 
sufficient number of peers to carry the veto 
remains to be seen.

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FINDS NEW CURE FOR CANCER 


Paris Physician’s Discovery In- 
terests Medical Congress, 


USES HEAT IN TREATMENT. 


Electricity Causes Destruction of Dis- 
eased Tissues. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNGS. ] 

PARIS, April 2.—Interest in the physio- 
therapic congress has been centered in an 
address describing a new cure for cancer by 
Dr. Doyen. He calls the treatment electro- 
thermic coagulation. 

In explaining, Dr. Doyen said: 

“There is one predominant fact in the 
surgical treatment of cancer. It is the con- 
stant relapse or reinoculation of the disease 
after an operation. 

“The phagocytes are disseminated after 
a surgical operation Mke seeds scattered by 
the wind and become the nucleus of a fresh 
cancerous growths. In my experiments I ob- 
served that the diseased cells may be de- 
stroyed by heat. Healthy cells of the body 
can withstand heat up to 140 degrees, where- 
as cancerous cells are destroyed by heat at 
131 and even 122. 


Lower Degree of Vitality. 

“This lower degree of vitality, therefore, 
may play an important part in the treatment 
of cancer. It opened up a new way’of treat- 
ing ‘it. 

“ Througit\the Mving tissues, even at a con- 
siderable depth, a temperature above 122 
would kill the diseased cells without injur- 
ing the healthy ones. 

“I solved the problem by means of electro- 
coagulation. I obtained a thermal effect by 
the help of a particular device which I con- 
ceived. : 

“T was able to cause heat to sink through 
the tissues to a great depth. When I placed 
the electrode on the tissues there was coag- 
ulation of the diseased celle just-as the white 
of an egg thickens by boiling. The,coag- 
ulated cells eliminate themselves after a cer- 
tain time and cicatrigzation occurs. 


Diseased Cells Destroyed 

“Whenever the whole extent of the cancer 
has been covered by allowing heat to about 
135 degrees to penetrate the tissues under 
the tumor, a sort of elective process goes on, 
the diseased celle being destroyed while the 
healthy ones remain intact.” 

Dr. Doyen asserts that all accessible can- 
cers of the skin, mouth, tongue, etc., may be 
cured by two or three applications of elec- 
tricity provided the cancer is diagnosed ip 
time,

in American history. It isa confidence which 


ignorance it becomes us. 

The confidence of the English colonists in 
the United States was not without justifica- 
tion. The early settlers on the Atlantic coast 
were farmers and not peasants. The growth 
of universities, which kept pace with the 
development of the colonies, is perhaps the 
best indication of the character of the people 
themselves. They were a homogeneous peo- 
ple, united through character and inteili- 
gence. Distribution of the prises was based 
on ability rather than on inherited pull. 

In spite of mistakes, due to lack of fore- 
sight, we have hed good luck. Quarrel 
in the old world enabled the English to ex- 
tend their Hmits peaceably to the Mississippi 
river, and our march westward still was 
favored by misfortunes abroad. Trying to 
account for the growth of the American na- 
tion as due to our own strength, courage, 
and ability is like trying to account for immi- 
gration on economic grounds. We must look 
deeper. / 


America’s Strength and Weakness. . © 

We have not only prospered in extent of 
territory and otherwise through Eurepean 
disturbances, but we atarted out in life free 
from conditions which still control more 
than half the states of Europe. Our strength 
and our weakness existed side by side from 
the very beginning. Our strength was ina 
self-confidence, based on intelligence. 

The very nature of the minds of the men 
who settled America led them not so much 
to formulate problems and attempt their 
solution in a critical frame of mind as to 
attempt to formulate conclusions. The weak- 
ness of this system lies in the satisfaction 
which follows after the conclusion has been 
reached. It leads to taking radical stands 
in matters of policy; which require patience 
and investigation. Our love of seeing things 
clearly and definitely prevents us from as- 
suming a critical attitude. Our intense con- 
victions are only too often likely to lead us 
» to devotion or enthusiasm. 

In the emotional pleasure we get from our 
devotion, from our enthusiasm based on our 
supposed intelligence, or growing out of our 
conceptions of morality, we lose our ability 
to bring back into consciousness the original 
problem and to consider it anew. In this, it 
seems to me, lies one of the elements of weak- 
ness of our educational system at the presen: 
time. We train students in facts, we give 
them knowledge; we do not train them inthe 
use of facts, nor do we give them the ability 
to formulate hypotheses by imagination and 
test them with observation. 


_... Pioheers Naturally Politicians. 

‘The pioneers of America were natural born 
politicians. Many of them came to America 
because they suffered from a lack of political 
advantages at home. Our common schools 
made our people a nation of common readers, 
and community of interests followed. - Or- 
ganization was always and everywhere pos- 
sible and easy. But our love of politics, of 
organization, our fear of being denied rights, 
which induced the early settlers to migrate, 
coupled with the desire for conclusions, has 
led our statesmen to seek conclusions. Con- 
clusions having been reached, they are pur- 
sued with a zeal almost amounting to re- 
ligious fervor. 

Doctrines of parties fill the minds of thei: 
adherents like veritable passions, because 
they conceive these conclusions (which are 
often really delusions) as based on right. It 
sometimes takes years for the delusion to 
pass away. 

Our government still suffers because of 
the old fear of intrusting power to the hands 
of classes. We have not yet become a gov- 
ernment of experts. Of the ten or more rep- 
resentatives of the United States abroad with 
whom I have talked in the last six months, 
nearly all have complained because they are 
obliged to do business with a new set of mas- 
ters every few months.

The newspapers say he is suffering 
from a bad cold, but the fact is that he has 
had more than a cold to cause his physicians 
worry. 

He has not Been robust since his recovery 
from the operation that nearly proved fatal 
to him at the date fixed for his coronation. 
His throat is weak and any cold causes an 
inflammation of the throat that frequently 
produces alinost suffocation. The king's phy- 
sicians always havea tank of oxygen handy 
to relieve the choking attacks that afflict the 
king often nowadays. 

His general health is fairly good for aman 
of his age, but his physicians never take 
chances and when he develops the slightest 
cold rigidly keep him indoors, as they did for 
a week at Biarritz. His temper when he is 
confined to the house js not good and his en-. 
tourage suffer accordingly. 


Prince of Wales Is Ascendant. 


The prince of Wales is slowly but surely 
taking his place in the public life of England 
as his father’s understudy and the real heir 
apparent. 

The prince for years was eclipsed by the 
shadow of his great and popular father. He 
appeared infrequently in public ceremonials 
‘that might have brought him close to the 
great public. The king reluctantly relin- 
quished any of his public: duties and rarely 
gave the prince opportunity to appear as the 
chief figure at the humblest cornerstone 
laying. 

Within the last year, however, the king has 
been giving the heir apparent a more con- 
spicuous position. The result is that the 
public slowly has discovered that while the 
prince seems a shy, diffident, retiring man, 
he is in reality a good deal of a man anda 
much stronger character than the people be- 
lieved him to be. 

It will not be long before he is the chie 
figure on the stage of all minor royal func> 
tions, for it is known that the king’s temper 
‘has become such ‘that he no longer cares for 
state functions and the minor ceremonials 
that are the bane of those who sit in uniform 
in the seats of the mighty. 


Finds Most Ancient Mummy. 
Prof. ElHot Smith of the University of 
Manchester recently has made a minute ex- 
amination of the mummy of Ra-Nefer in the 
museum of the Royal College of Surgeons, 
England, and finds that it ts older by eleven 

centuries than any other known mummy. 
The body: of RaNefer, a high offic.al in 
the court of Seneferu of the fourth dynasty 
(3000 B. C.) was found by Dr. Flinders Petrie 
at Medum, Egypt, in 1802 arid presented by 
him to the museum of the College of Sur- 
geons. Although discovered so long ago, it 
is only now that its importance has become 


t. 

In the course of field work in Egypt mum- 
mies belonging to a period some six centuries 
later than Ra-Nefer have beén found, but, 
| while time has reduced all of them to a state 
of powder, Ra-Nefer has retained the con~ 
dition and form given to him by his embalm- 
ers over 8,000 years ago. Rea-Nefer thus 
represents a phase in the history of em- 
baiming which would be unknown but for 
his preservation. :

No tourist from the United States visiting 
the Holy land is entirely safe from murder- 
ous attacks, such as that made a couple of 
weeks ago by and Afghan pilgrim in the 
mosque of Omar in Jerusalem, upon a couple 
of American women, one of them sustaining 
a mere fiesh wound, while the other, more se. 
riously injured, is reported to have lost an 
eye. pee | 

For no matter how careful foreigners may 
be to refrain from exciting the susceptibilities 
of the natives, and to avoid giving offense, 
they can never be eure that some fanatic may 
not deem it his duty to avenge upon’ them 
affronts to his faith, of which others, who 
have been less considerate, may have ren- 
dered themselves guilty. The matter is one 
calling for a far larger amount of attention 
than it has received tn this country. For, 
with the increased facilities and cheapness 
of foreign «travel, every city of the union, 
and even the smallest town furnishes its 
quota to the legions of tourists that cross 
the Atlantic each year to visit the old world. 

Indeed. all of them, and not only they, but 
also the relatives and friends whom they 
have left. at home, are alike interested in di- 
minishing as much as possible the risk that 
may be thus said to dog the footsteps of the 
“Tanocents Abroad,” a risk which is far 
more real than most people seem to imagine. 
It can only be guarded against by the iricul- 
cation of the lesson that every American 
on yonder side of the water is popularly re- 
garded as a representative of his nation, and 
should bear himself with a full sense of his 
responsibility as such, with the courtesy and 
consideration for others that one expects to 


> | 


-find in a well bred citizen of the United 


States. 


Sensitive as. to Religion. . 

To any one who has lived in the orient, it 
is a subject of surprise that outrages such 
as that which took place the other day in the 
mosque of Omar are not far more frequent. 
For orientals are usually sensitive about 
their religion. Keen to resent anything that 
can be construed as disrespct, filled with the 
more or less latent, but always existent ani- 
mosity towards the white races, holding 
human life cheap, especially where an unbe- 
liever is concerned, and far more indifferent 
than ourselves to pain and death, it is amaz- 
ing that they should not give free rein more 
often than they do, to the impulse to murder- 
ously attack on the spot, those who In their 
eyes ‘are profaning things that: they hold 
sacred and in reverence. 

That the natives have serious grounds for 
irritation cannot be denied. And, far. from 
diminishing the causes are increasing, pro- 
portionately with the growth of the facilities 
and cheapness of travel, which brings to the 
orient tourists of a class still more devoid 
of good breeding, and above all of good man- 
ners, than those who have gone before. 
Americans are by no means the only offend- 
ers, nor yet the worst, although they are 
possibly among the most conspicuous by res- 
son of their superiority of numbers and of 
means; means which more often in the 
United States than anywhere else, are to be 
found in the possession of self-made people, 
who have not enjoyed all the advantages of 
early refinement. Moreover, they are extra- 
ionable to the character 
of their surroundings. 


Bump of Veneration Plays Part. 

True, the bump of veneration pleys a less 
important role in American phrenology than 
in that of any other nation. The spirit of 
reverence is conspicuous by its absence, this 
being largely due to the doctrines of democ- 
racy, which teach that each man is as good 
as another. The old French army saying, 

Rien n'est sacré pour un sapeur ” (nothing 
is sacred to a@ sapper), has been parodied 
abroad into “ nothing is sacred to an Ameri- 
can that is to say, nothing is supposed to 
ever feaze either the song or the daughters 
of Uncle Sam. 

What is, however, merely a general lack of 
reverence in the American tourist is in his 
German, and more especially in his Dngish, 
fellow travelers an il} bred and openly pro- 
fessead contempt for everything that does 
not accord with their ideas in mattems of 
creed, custom, and prejudice. If the Amerj- 
an gives offense to native susceptibilities 
t is unjntentional and arises from a con- 
genital lack of comprehension of the mean- 
ing of the word respect; whereas, the Brit- 
ish tourist of the tl) bred grade intentionally 
offends through a determination to empha- 
size his superiority by publicly expressing 
his contempt for everything foreign, espe- 
claily where religious practices and preju- 
dices are concerned ; 

Thus Americans will, through thoughtless- 
ness, take snapshots in the Mosq@® of Omar, 
possibly ignoring the fact that the portnay- 
ing of human beirigs, and more especially of 
dignitaries of the Mohammedan church, is 
strictly forbidden by Koranic precept. But 
the English tourist of the type which i ave 
in ‘mind—and, alas! it is a numerous type— 
will absolutely refuse to remove his boots 
(or even to don carpet slippers, which in 
some places is permitted as an alternative) 
before entering the mosque; will tramp 
about in muddy, hobnaiied £ over the 
exquisitely plaited mats and superbly lac- 
quered floors of temples in Japam China, 
and Siam on the ground that it would be 
lowering his dignity as a Briton to make 
any concession to the feelings of the “ nig- 
gers," for to him all the dusky hued races, 
no matter whether Chinese statesmen, such 
as Li Hung Chang; Japanese naval com- 
manders, such as Admira] Togo; or Indian 
ruler, such ag the nizam of Hyderabad os 
the king of Gwalior, are “ niggers.” 


‘Shows Foibles of Tourists. ‘ 

It is the English tourist of the kind such 
as the woman who insisted on leading her 
pet dog about with her in the great cathedral 
at Messina just before its destruction by the 
earthquake; the Englishman who in Spain 
defiantly refuses to G0 tis hat in token of 
respect when some religious procession is 
taking place, or when-the last sacraments 
are being through the streets to the 
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custom, both among officials and especially 
tourists, without any let or hindrance on the 
part of the authorities. 


It is this alteration in the behavior of the 
English in India towards the natives which is. 
accountable in no small degree for the extra-

“The Mark of the Beast.” 


Today the Taj Mahal is defaced at almost 
every point within reach by the scrawie of 
the foreign visitors, some of them consisting 
merely of the writer’s name and some of 
words, sentences, and verses, the indecency 
of which is on a par with their vulgarity. 
This species of disfigurement, which has been 
aptly described as *‘ The Mark of the Beast ” 
(every one of my readers will recall Kipling’s 
striking story of that name about the drunk- 
en Englishman who ground his lighted cigar 
butt on the forehead of the statute of the 
monkey god at Dharmsaia) is to be found 
on every public monument, no matter how 
hallowed its associations in the eyes of 
Mosiems, Buddhists, Brahmane, Jews, or 
Christians, throughout Asia and Burope—bdbut 
more especially in the orient. 

Neither Mohammedan mosque nor Chris- 
tian cathedral, neither. stately mausoleum 
nor historic monument, is safe from this 
species of desecration, and when in the pres- 
ence of some mighty memorial of the past. 
such aé, for inetance, the temples of Luxor 
or the Church of the Holy Sepulchre at Jeru- 
salem or the Taj Mahal at Agra, one yields 
for a moment to the influences of the en- 
vironment and the mind wanders back to 
those scenes with which the spot is more 
particulatiy associated, one is quickly 
brought back to most prosaic everyday life. 
devoid of sentiment or romance, by catching 
sight of the penciled or fountain penned in- 
dications on the wall that some English trip- 
per of the great family of Jones or some’ 
American tourist of the still more numerous 
family of Smith has pased that way and 
left bie mark. 


PARKER PLEASES ALL RUSSIA; 
CALLS AMERICA ITS FRIEND, 


No Trouble Can Occur Between Two 
Countries Because of Far East Prob- 
lems, He Says. 


(BY CABLE TO CHICAGO TRIBUNGD.] 

ST. PETERSBURG, April 2.—Rarely have 
the utterances of a foreign visitor in Russia 
been so acceptable to the powers that be as 
A4jton B. Parker's statements to correspond- 


ents. Parker is making a long stay here t> 
study the juridical and other public institu- 
tions. He has sat with the judges on the 
bench of the Imperial High court and inter- 
viewed Finance Minister Kokovizeff and 
other prominent men. 

What chiefly pleased the governing circles 
and the moderates of Russia is Mr. Parker's 
declaration that serious Americans are con- 
vinced that Russia will emerge victorious 
from the present sore trial. Parker says 
they are watching the reorganization and re- 
form going on in Russia and greatly desire 
the Russo-American relations to become 
closer. 

Mr. Parker aseures the Russians that the 
wave of hostility to everything Russian that 
passed a few years back over the United 
States Was superficial and not of serious im- 
portance. It was artificially created by a por- 
tion of the pregs which persistently misrep- 
resented the Russian internal affairs. 

“The American government, while avoid- 
ing all alliances, has a smaller interest to 
Russia's in the far east, where America’s 
political and economic position is destined 
to become most important,’’ Mr. Parker said. 

He did not regard the rejection of Secre- 
tary Knox's project for the neutralization of 
the Manchurian railroads as a discordant 
feature of the Russo-American relations. 
He said Knox was following Hay’'s policy 
of the open door in China, which now is the 
accepted principle of all the powers. The 
neutralization scheme was a matter cf de- 
tail, or rather the mode of application of this 
principle. That it has been found unaccept- 
able does not disturb the principle itself, Mr. 
Parker said. Mr. Parker does not believe 
the Japan-American difference will drift ints 
a war. 

Mr, Parker intends to visit Moscow, hteff, 
Odessa, and Sebastopol. He told the Rus- 
sians that when a youth he often dreamed 
of going to Russia and that Russian life 
always attracted him.

We 
know of the effect of these on “us 
individually, and we leave the theater after 
a strong performance affected more than we 
would care to confess by some particularly 
impressive scene or piece of work. — 

Brought into more intimate contact as the 
player, what muet this influence be? As life 
is made up of contrasts, we see the clown 
as a theological student; the dainty dancer 
as a most practical housewife; the heavy 
villain the tenderest parent and companion; 
the frivolous soubrette a splendid type of 
true womanhood; the ma@tinée ido? and 
debonair hero an ordinary man of common 
habits, and so on through a > loner list. Yet 
can a man pley the part of @ strong, aggres- 
sive, fearless, domineting character, every- 
thing at his command and every one sub- 
servient to his wishes, without absorbing 
naturally some of that feeling of subcon- 
scious arrogance, and in the life away from 
the grease paint and the footlights continue 
such an attitude toward his fellow man? 

Can a woman who starties and thrills you 
with the fascinating portrayal of love and 
devotion and sacrifice be a careless, unro- 
mantic, matter of fact woman without feel 
ing or attractiveness?

I contegd that there are times when the 
work of the stage practically changes the 
entire personality of the individual. I was 
brought to this realization, in a sense, by my 
experience last summer when on a visit to 
my home in Berlin. My professional career 
started in that city and splendid opportuni- 
tiles opened before me. I was German 
through and through, and when I came to 
America and joined the Metropolitan opera 
company. it seemed ae if I woukd never be 
able to adapt myself to my new country. 

Last summer Iwas offered a magnificent 
opportunity in a new German opera. For a 
moment I took the subject seriously and 
then to my amazement discovered that I 
was far adrift from ability to assume such 
work. I was, like the person who has worn 
eyeglasses for some time and then to be 
suddenly deprived of them finde she cannot 
see to read or write. I have become Ameri- 
canized! Coming to this country I had 
studied day in and day out, week in and week 
out, and now year in and year ouj the cus- 
toms, mannerisms, the colloquialisms, the 
vernacular, everything that would tend to 
Americanize myself. 

Did I succeed? Well, it certainly looks 
that way, as I could? not play a German role 
to save my life ineide of several months of 
active training to erase the effect of my 
self-expatriation. Such is the effect of self- 
absorption and the conscientious assumption 


of the character and the environment.

Slezak, the most fmportant of the new- 
‘comers among the Metropolitan stars, has 
had a romantic career. He was born tn a 
small Moravian village and was apprenticed 
to a locksmith. As soon as he had !earned 
the trade, he went to a neighboring city, 
where he augmented his income from his 
wages by singing in the chorus’ of the local 
opera. It: was his good fortune to have Gus- 
tav Mahler conduct a ‘ guest’’ opera and 
Mahler’s attention was attracted to the giant 
chorister. He made Slezak his protégé and 
soon after Slezak made his debut as an artist 
in a smal! theater. After singing for about 
two. years in theaters of that class, in Ger- 
many and Austria, he was taken by Mahler 
to the Royal opera house at Vienna. 

After singing at Vienna for nine years, 
Slezak suddenly disappeared from the Aus- 
trian capital'to the regret of his admirers. 
He went to Italy to study the Italian meth- 
od of singing, which he nightly regardcd was 
a better one for his quality of voice, which 
is more Italian than Slavonic.or German.

After the prologue Loewe and Ricke are 
found in hiding in a cottage in the Black 
forest, Loewe having been proscribed by 
Napoleon. They are married by the patriot 
Pastor Stapps, but the wedding has hardly 
been celebrated when Worms returns and 
Ricke is persuaded to elope with him. The 
second scene shows the crypt of the casthk of 
Kinigsberg,. where the secret order of the 
“<haseeurs of Death,” sworn to free Ger- 
many, are holding a meeting. Here Worme 
first arouses the enthusiasm of his fellow 
conspirators by his eloquence and is then 
denounced by Loewe, who has attended the 
meeting in Gisguise. <A. duel is to follow, but 
it is interrupted by the entnance of Queen 
Louise, who persuades the men to cease 
fighting each other and to turn their swords 
against & common enemy. 

The epilogue shows the getting of the sun 
en the third and last day of the battle of 
Leipsic. Ricke comes upon the field search- 
ing for the bodies of Loewe and Worms, who 
are reported’ among the slain. They fine 
Loewe still. alive and an effective scene of 
reconcilation follows while the drums sig- 
nalize Napoleon's defeat and his army is 
seen in retreat in the background, with the 
figure of ‘its’ leader silhouetted ggainst the 
setting sun.

“ Ziehn is @ theoretician, -but not one who 
attempts to measure feeling in mathematical 
symbols or \who draws, boundaries by old 
standards. He is a theoretician who points 
to the possibilities of undiscovered lands, ® 
prophet through logic. As master of har- 
mony he stands alone. But it seems to me 
that Ziehn’s harmony is impossible without 
polyphony. Cesar Franck first practiced 
this art, when he led thematic voices with re- 
lentless. logic. so that in sounding together 
they created new harmonies. Therefore 
Ziehn must alsé be.a rare master of har- 
mony. He has solved the riddle of Bach's 
uncompleted fugue. These are the Gothic 
masters of Chicago who practice in earnest 
silence a rare, a great if not a living art that 
may yet be fully revived by their efforts.”’

NOTHING BUT A GRAB. 

The American Mail Steamship company, 
which has-a line between Boston and 
Philadelphia and Jamaica, has a contract 
under the act of 1891 for carrying the 
mails. It is paid at the rate of a dollar 
a mile. Last year it carried 4,444 pounds 
of letters and 53,089 pounds of print mat- 
ter. For that service it was paid $81,990. 
If the mails had been carried by foreign 
steamers the government would have paid 
at the rate of 35 cents a pound for letters 
and 4% cents a pound for other matter, or 
$3,946 instead of nearly $82,000, The -post- 
age received by the postofiice department 


| did not exceed at a liberal estimate $6,000. 


So the department paid out nearly fourteen 
times as much as it took in. 3 

The New York and Ouba Steamship 
company was paid last year for carrying 
the mails to Tyxpan, Mexico,.via Havana, 
$190,884. If the mails had been sent by 
foreign steamers the cost to the govern- 
ment would have been only $11,817. The 
postage collected would have more than 
met the cost of carriage. Under the con- 
tract arrangement more than $100,000 in 
excess of postage was paid. aoe 

These contract lines ought to be satip- 
fied with what they are getting, but they 
want more, They are asking congress ta 
double their rate of pay without any im- 
provement in the service to be rendered 
by them, This is the “ true inwardness ” 
of the bill deceptively entitled “.a bill to 
promote the American merchant marine in 
foreign trade and‘ for national defense.” 
It is purely a subsidy bill. 


THE APPEAL TO HISTORY. | 

The house being in committee of the 
whole house on Saturday, March 26, the 
Hon. Julius Kahn rose majestically in his 
place and gave to those of his colleagues 
who happened to be in their pective

Any fairly well edu- 
eated person is aware that had the Father 
of His Country been what he was called, 
in our own time, merely a steel engraving, | 
there were many of his contemporaries, 
who would have hastened to put a foot 
‘throwgh him. In fact, if the Hon. Julius 
‘had been jooking for platitudes he could 
not have done better than he has, 
* But the Hon. Julius had a purpose of a. 
more practical and human trend than a 
search of the austere goddess of truth. 
He desired to bring comfort to ¢ number

AN ECHO OF THE 18TH CENTURY. 

The following statement by a commit- 
tee of the National Association of Mann- 
facturers is enough to make the average 
decently humane American rub his eyes: 


Let it be thoroughly understood here that this 
committee has no desire to tear down our present ’ 
doctrine of assumed risk, contributory negligence, 
fellow servant, and other laws. R 


If this committee is representative of 
the National Association of Manufactur- 
ers that fact would better be con- 
cealed if any general support. for any 
propaganda or activity of the association 
is hoped for, 

Under the comparatively simple organi- 
zation of the eighteenth century or very 
early nineteenth century industry the fel- 
low servant doctrine, and eveif the doc 
trines of contributory negligence and as- 
sumed risk, had a plausible foundation 
in justice and social policy. Under pres 
ent conditions of employment in mass, 
with complex machinery, with highly or- 
ganized capital, and all the fundamental 
changes in relations between employer 
and employé, between workman and fel- 
low workman, and between the workman 
and his work, these doctrines are an of- 
fense to common justice and to common 
sense, and are a perpetual source of jus- 
tified social unrest, 

The defense of these doctrines is found- 
ed upon a peculiarly selfish theory that 
they. save money. “The public is coming 
to realize that if they do they save it at 
the cost of cruel injustice to the individ- 
aal and most certain loss to society. They 
are legal doctrines, however, exposed only 
in courts, and the evils they perpetrate 
are upon the weak and the obscure. 
Therefore sentiment against them has 
grown but slowly. All that is necessary 
to their wiping out is a wider knowledge 
among the people of the wrongs done in 
their name. The labor unions are doing 
something in this direction and disinter- 
ested civic organizations are aiding. Per- 
haps championship of these doctrines by 
the National Association of Manufagur- 
ers, if it is open and vigorous enough, 
will bring the issue well into the Ameri- 
can eonscience. 

. It will be given short shrift there. 


MR. WERDELL NO WIZARD. 

A great deal of this pother about the 
Hon. Johu C, Werdell and his $60 will 
strike the sophisticated as wearisomely 
trivial and annoyingly inconsequential. 
Mr. Werdell, as a member of the state 
legislature, would fail in his duty to-the 
unwritten legislative law if he did not get 
on as many pay rolls as he could.

Mr. Werdell doubtless feels the criti- 
cism keenly and he is justified in resent- 
ing both it and the reiterated inquiry as 
to whether he will refund the $60 to the 
city. He does not wish to sacrifice every 
vestige of the esteem of his fellow legis- 
lators, and he will not separate himself 
from $60, $6, or 6 cents. From a legis- 
lative point of view it would be uncon- 
stitutional. He is chagrined enough now 
to have it revealed to the more success- 
ful members of the assembly that all he 
had on the side while working in Spring- 
field was a dredge inspectorship in Chi- 
cago. eh 


THE RIGHT MAN IN THE RIGHT 
PLACE, 

Covering several pages in a New York 
newspaper recently is the article by 
Mr. Charles W. Morse, now sojourn- 
ing at Atlanta, Ga., in which he tells the 
public “Why I am in prison.” Accord- 
ing to this autobiographical sketch he is 
now an inmate of the federal penitentiary, 
because of “unfair influences” which 
have been brought against him while he 
‘was leading what he “deemed to be an 
honest life.” He does not name those 
who exercised those unfair influences, but 
-the inference is that he refers to New 
York bankers and Wall street speculators 
‘who are, as he puts it, “wolfing” the 
‘millions be laid up by honest toil. 

In the story of his life he says it never 
was his policy to “milk” his banks to 
buy steamship or other stocks. “ Any 
vone,” he adds, “who knows anything 
pbout the banking business knows that 
this could not be done anyway, but even 
if I had borrowed all the money the 
banks had aveilable for loans, in any 


tay exiting op ae of a sae toe 

Morse and bis fellow conspirators, some 
of whom deserve to be where he is today, 
took money from their banks upon worth- 
less notes to which the names of clerks 
had been signed.. This is the “ample 
security ” of which he speaks. This is the 
same sort of “ aniple security ” which was 
found in the. vaults of the Chicago Na- 
tional bank, It bears a close resemblance 
to the “ample security ” which has been 
found in other looted banks when mobs 
of depositors were battering at the doors 
for their money, The Morse school of 
finance is dishonest in principle and prac- 
tice. It runs counter to the federal bank- 
ing laws, which the rotten banker may 
evade for a time, but which sooner or 
later will lead him to a cell. 

Mr. Morse’s autobiographical defense 
seems timed to appear simultaneously 
with the petition for pardon which his 
friends are circulating. The defense, he 
says, lacks literary~merit, but & has 
something more subtle than that. Its 
tone of injured innocence and its forgive- 
ness of his enemies form a plea for clenv 
ency in themselves. The petition now \ 


speaks of Mr. Morse as having beén “ re- 
cently convicted of a technical violation 
of the national banking act,” and it as- 
sures the president “that the great ma- 
jority of our fellow citizens would be 
gratified” by the exercise of his pardon- 
ing power. 

The. part:of the national banking act 
which Mr. Morse technically violated is 
the soul of that law. The violation was 
so flagrant that to overlook it would be 
for the government to license wildcat 
banking from one end of the country to 
the other. To say that Mr. Morse did no 
more than other bankers are doing every 
day does not excuse him in the least, 
One could put up the same defense fdr a 
burglar or a holdup man with equal per- 
tinency. If our bank examiners are hon- 
est and efficient and our federal attorneys 
prompt and alert, every dishonest national 
banker will be caught sooner or later. 
And if the federal] penitentiaries are not 
large enough to hold them all we cay 
build more. 


ACCURACY IN DETAIL.

He had clear insight into 
men and measures, was quick in his decisions, fair in his 
judgment, bold in his advocacy, yet ever ready to acknowl- 
edge and make amends for a mistake or an injustice, cour- 
ageous in attack and skilled to defense, and always making 
his fight in an open field. with honorable, clean weapons, and 
these qualities he exercised with all the ambition and enthu- 
siasm of youth and a chivalrous nature. He dictated to and 
supervised almost every department of the paper, but the 
editorial page his first love. He was ea clear, concise, 
forcible writer, a purist in his literary style, a hard hitter and 
yet one whom even his enemies respected, and “an unsparing 
critic of the work of his staff. ' 

In his administrative capacity Mkewise Mr. Patterson was 
thoroughly fitted ‘to take charge of Tus Tarisung’s fortunes. 
The two functions of editor and business man are not often 
as perfectly coUrdinated as they were in his case. As secre- 
tary of the Tribune company and general manager of its af- 
faire he gave every détail of its business his close super- 
vision, and the new Tribfine building stands today as his busi- 
ness monument, for he gave himself to its erection with un- 
wearied devotion, tireless industry, and the most patient scru- 
tiny of every detail. 

His friends loved him, his enemies respected him: With 
some of his office associates he was on especially intimate 
terms when off duty; when on duty, however, intimacy had 
no influence upon his relations to. them. He was a good 
fighter, as might be expected of one of his descent, but a fair 
fighter, for he was chivalrous by nature. He was courteous in 
his personal bearing with all. His conduct was marked by 
the strictest sense of justice. 

He had a strong sense of humor and sometimes a vein of 
biting sarcasm. His literary taste was unusually refined, and 
he-was an eager student of the higher literature.. Best of All, 
he was absolutely honest—“a gentleman unafraid.” 

Because 6f these qualities Robert Patterson was a great 
newspaper man and useful citizen. The death of such a man 
is a loss to the city in which he was born and whose best 
interest he served so many years, and especially to the news- 
paper press of the country of which he has been an illus. 
trious representative.

The apparent religious indifference may be 
explained by what I might call for short religious fatigue and its 
causes. There seems to be an idea growing up among us that people 
can be taught religion.

15. he has settled all the high and deep and difficult problems, and 
is either done with them or bored with them.

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Forty-two business men of Coikaro are 
helping unburden their fellow citizens’ 
etbooks of $30,000 daily until Apri 12. 
These are the men who form the metropoli- 
tan committee, -which is working in con- 
! sunction with the Y. M. C. A. in the spectacu- 
lar and whirlwind campaign for the purpose 
of raising a fund of $350,000 in the twelve 
days between March 30 and April 12, 

Two years ago the Young Men's Christian 
aseociation of Chicago started out to raise a 
fund with which on the fiftieth anniversary 
of the association to pay off all indebtedness, 
to-provide new buildings, and to provide a 
sufficient endowment for current expenses. 
By March 30 of this year $832,000 of this fund 
had been secured, although many of the 
larger subscriptions had been given con- 
ditionally upon the completion of the fund. 

To gain the remaining $350,000 necessary to 
complete the entire fund 500° or more men 
started work on their short term campaign 
last Wednesday. The city was divided into 
the five districts in which are located the 
west side department, the Wilson avenue de- 
partment, Division street department, the 
Hyde Park department, and the central! de- 
partment. Each of these divisions has eri- 
gaged ten teams of ten men each to canvass 
the district. These men of each division 
stand responsible for the raising of a certain 
portion of the $350,000 which will be appro- 
priated for expenditure in their department. 

To .raise the necessary amount in the 
twelve days allotted means that these 
men working with the Metropolitan team w 
have to break all records for fund raising in 
Chicago, In round numbers they will have 
to turn into the campaign headquarters, lo- 
cated at 68 Monroe street, $30,000 each day 
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or pein atiled $1,300 every hour that 
might be indicated by the huge clock. upon 
which they record the total amount of money 
collected.

At 12 noon every day the active canvassers

the direction of the campaign chairman, 
Harry A. Wheeler. While luncheon is; In 
progress ‘reports of subscriptions obtained 
are turned in. By 1:20-every day the total 
collected up. to that time ts indicated on the 
recording clock. At these noonday meetings 
speeches c.e made, suggestions and advice 
given to the eager workers and much enthu- 
sizsm is displayed. Banners are awarded 
to the teams making the highest averages 
each day and campaign songs, cheers, and 
the slogan “ $350,000 in twelve days,”’ greet 
be Phage. teams. 

This spectacular ‘‘ short term ” method of 
raising funds was originated by C. 8. Ward, 
international secretary of the Y. M. C. A. He 
has staged and successfully carried through 


these breath taking campaigns in a number 


of cities throughout the United States and 
Canada. Particularly striking were thosere- 
cently held in Detroit, Cleveland, Birming- 
ham, and Boston. In the Cleveland cam- 
paign the workers set out to raise $540,000 in 
fifteen daye time. They carried things with 
such a rugh that within thirteen days the 
amount had been raised. Then the workers 
kept on with the work and in the next two 
days added another $100,000 to the first fund, 


making a grand total of $640,000 in fifteen 
days time

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THE INTERNATIONAL SUNDAY SCHOOL LESSON FOR 
APRIL 10, 1910. 


THE MISSION OF THE TWELVE. 
THE LESSON TEXT: MATT. 10:1-15. 


1. And when he had called unto him hig twelve 
disciples, he gave them power against unclean spir- 
its, to cast them: out, and to heal all manner 
of sickness and ali manner of disease. 

2. Now the names of the twelve apostles are 
these: The first Simon, who is called Peter, and 
Andrew his brother; James the son of Zebedee, 
and John, his brother: 

8. Philip, and Bartholomew; Thomas.and Mat- 
thew, the publican; James, the son of Alphaeus, 
and Lebbaeus, whose surname was Thaddeus: 

4. Simon the Canaanite, and Judas Iscariot, who 
also betrayed him. 

5. These twelve Jesus sent forth, and commanded 
them, saying, Go not into the way of the Gen- 
tiles, and into any city of the Samaritans enter 
ye not.

8."Heal the sick,’ cleanse the lepers, raise the 
dead, ‘cagt\out @evila; freely ye have received, 
freely give.

This is the account of the cabinet meeting 
preparatory to a still larger ministry in 
Galilee, to which the twelve apostles were 
caHed, and at which the Christ, his person- 
ality radiant with authority, presided. 

He'had looked out upon tbat part of his 
field of activity which lay tothe north) with a 
feeling of separateness expressed metaphori- 
cally by his story of the “sheep without a 
shepherd,” and the “field which is white 
with ripened grain,”’ but going to waste 
through lack of a harvester. 

, Though these disciples had expected Christ 
to come ds a purple gowned prince and leader 
of Israel] to establish a mighty, earthly king- 
dom, his words and gentile arguments give 
them the strength to overcome. their disap- 
pointment when they find that this was not 
his intention, and they’are willing to follow 
him as their leader,..look to: him ag their 
counselor, and obey his directions, into what- 
ever avenue his leadership may direct them. 

He carefully outlines to them what they are 
to do. “Preach, saying the kingdom of 
héaven is at hand. Hea) the sick, cleanse the 
tepers, raise the dead, cast out devils.’” This 
is the work they are to perform in their mis- 
sion. He has previously instructed them to 
eek for help in their mission by praying un- 
ceasingly, and he sets them the example by 
spending whole nights in prayer im desert 
places, and on mountaintops. His command 
“to pray’’ is the most insistent of any that 
he gives. And he has already done all the 
things that he telie his disciples to do. He 
has gone about from town to town healing 
the sick, cleansing the lepers, raising the 
dead. And he hes told them that he has 
done these things through the power the 
Father gives them, and he exhorts them to 
pray. for. the eame strength and power. He 
telie them ; to preach, but his most explicit 


saying, The kingdom 


instruction is to “heal.” He has called them 
now, not merely as apostles to make protesta- 
tions of faith and allegiance to his cause, but 
to do the work that he is doing, to take his 
place in all the towns and villages where 
he cannot be in person. The men were sent 
out two and two into the fields where hé 
desires them to work, and to win into the 
fold the “ lost sheep."’ 

The text must be considered as but a 
meager account of al] that Jesus said on this 
occasion. Even the casual reader will ob- 
serve how disjointed the narrative is and 
how it suggests a lengthier explanation. But 
there is enough to show us that he made this 
a particular meeting for a specific purpose, 
and that he gave them detailed instructions 
what they should do and how they should 
act. It is enough to show us that the mission 
they were to undertake was a serious one to 
him, one which he had thought of deeply, and 
one which he hoped to bring to success. 

The number twelve seems to be in accord 
with other scriptural numbers: the twelve 
tribes, the twelve sons of Jacob, the twelve 
different fruits grown on one tree, the city 
with the twelve gates. The real reason for 
Christ fixing on the number twelve may be 
that he desired to secure a representative 
from each of the twelve tribes. 

One of his ‘strongest admonitions ig in re- 
gard to their own personal effects. He seems 
anxious to impress upon them unselfish- 
ness and a regard for others rather than 
themselves. He tells them not to provide 
themselves with ample raiment, gold and 
staffs, but to trust in God to reward them 
for their labors as seemed just, and to go 
about making others, not themselves, com- 


. fortable and happy. In this also he sets them 


the example and has not provided for bimself 
“a place to lay his head.” 

He seems anxious that the first peopie to 
be ministered to are those of his own biood, 
the Jews, “the sheep without a shepherd,” 
“the lost sheep.” ‘* Tell them,” he says, 
“ that the kingdom of heaven is at hand.”’ 

He prophesies the ultimate destruction 
which will come upon the cjties which per- 
sist ini their wicked ways and will not listen 
to the message which he sends through his 
apostles, and likens their fate to that of 
Sodom and Gomorra. In every way he im- 
presses the importance of their mission upon’ 
the minds of his apostles, by instruction, by 
granting them power, by exhorting them to 
pray, by telling them of the responsibiiity 
which lays Bape them by reason of the un- 
happy fate of the people where their mission 
does not succeed. His prophecy of the wrath 
that shall come upon those who do not hear 
the message of the apostles may be regarded 
more as a warning tothe apostles themseives 
than to the people. It was as if he said, 
“This will be the terrible result of your 
failure to teach forcibly the message I send 
to these people through you.”’ It is another 
evidence of the profound concern pe had for 
this work. 

But he does not entirely hold a re- 
sponsible for the apathy of those to whom 
they will preach, for he tells them, if the

message, to “‘shake the dust from their 
feet,’’ which is a metaphorical expression for 
relinquishing further responsibility and con- 
veys the same idea asthe saying of Pilate, “ I 
wash my hands of this.’

It is intéresting to consider that all the 
stock arguments against votes for women 
have also been used tg denounce the higher 
education of. womer.. They have been.used 
to discourage women from entering the pro- 
fessions and into the various industries. In 
all those a ents against fundamental 
rights, against higher education. and against 
wage earning by women, the same fray ed-out 
sarcasms have been used. ; 

Women with such preposterous notions 
were pictured as aping masculine apparel and 
masculine attgibutes, not the best, but-the 


worst. They were ridiculed as unfeminine - 


and unprepossessing. It was unwomanly to 
wish for such masculine things ag an educa- 
tion, a chance to enter the professions, to 
work.at remunerative labor instead of tolling 
at underpaid domestictasks.

Glidden Runabout Contestants to 
Compete for Cup. 


LOCAL MOTOR CLUB IS DONOR. 


Decision Is Made at Luncheon Given to 
the A. A. A. Chairman. 


Contestants driving runabouts in .-.is 
year’s Glidden tour will contest for a cup 
to be put up by the Chicago Motor 
club, which will be known as the Chi- 
cago trophy, and which was accepted by the 
A. A. A. yesterday. 

This was decided upon at the luncheon 
tendered by the Chicago Motor club to 8. M. 
Butler, chairman of the contest board of 
the American Automobile association, who 
is in Chicago on his way to Los Angeles for 
the opening meet of the new board track 
there. 

Chairman Butler told President Beecroft 
and the members of the board that the na- 
tional organization would be glad to accept 
a trophy from the motor club for the roadster 
division, which will be larger than ever this 
year, because it not only takes in two pas- 
senger machines but three and four passen- 
ger roadsters as well, which will make it 
fully as large as if not larger than the Glidden 
section itself. In fact, the Chicago cup will 
be a national trophy second only in impor- 
tance to the bit of plate which has been in 
competition for the last six years and 
which originally was donated by the Boston 
banker. 

Following Chairman Butler's declaration, 
the directors of the club voted that such @ 
trophy be offered by the club, and the details 
of the conditions were left to a committee, 
consisting of Harry T. Clinton, Henry Paul-« 
man, and John Maus. 


Pathfinder Starts on April 11, 

Following the luncheon Chairman Butler 
announced that the Cha'mers pathfinder will 
start from Cincinnati April 11, with Joe 
Gardhem at the wheel, to lay out the Giiéden 
route. He also stated that the objective 
points along the way had been gettled and 
that from Cincinnati the first day's run would 
be through Lexington, Ky.. to Louisville, a 
distance of eighty-eight miles.

Louisville, Ky., April 2.—(Special.]—The 
part Joe Tinker played in infiuencing John 
Kling to apply to the national commission for 
reinstatement and to make his peace with 
President Murphy has not been related to the 
fans in all its details.

My two traveling com- 
panions and partners bought a prosperous 
bleckamith shop. I was elected cook by 
unanimous vote and permanently attached te 
the establishment.

So 
far as I was concerned the pay was sufficient. 
As there Was no complaint about the cook- 
ing, | venture to say that the arrangement 
was satisfactory to all intereata, 

“In @ week or sol got & job of deed copying 
at the courthouse, working eight hours a 
day for two silver dollars, promptly paid each 
evening, or when my stint was done.

He was a delegate to the first continental 
eongress in 1774 and delivered the first speech 
in that assembly. In 1776 he carried the vote 
of the Virginia convention for independence. 
In the same year he became governor of the 
state and was afterwards four times re- 
elected. He died in June, 1779, in his sixty- 
thd year.

Unique School for Telegraphers; 
It’s Maintained by Big Railway. 


FEW years ago Vice President J. W. 
Kendrick of the Santa Fé railway, 
with headquarters at Chicago, de- 
cided that there was a way by which 
the Santa Fé could be supplied with 

more competent telegraphers with less cost- 
ly experimenting with new men. 


He followed up this idea by establishing 
one of the most unique schools in the coun- 
try at Los Angeles, Cal. Its rapid growth 
and profitable elopment has proven the 
practicability of Kendrick’'s plan. 


One student of this school was graduated 
at the end of five and a half months and 
was placed in a:responsibie positién on 
the main litte at $90 per month at the start. 
He was only 22 years of age. This could 
never have been accomplished by the oH, ir- 
regular method of allowing the operator to 
educate himself. 


Telegraph operators are, as a matter of 
fact, seif-educated. Some spend years in 
students’ jobs along the railroad before they 
can earn as high as $50 a month. 

The student at the Santa Fé telegraphers’ 
school pays no entrance fee, but is required 
to pay a tuition fee of $5 a month. Every 
graduate is guaranteed a position at a bet- 
ter salary at the start than he could possibly 
obtain without the thorough training re- 
ceived at the school. At the end of six 
months’ service, after graduation, the stu- 
dent is refunded the mioney paid in as tuf- 
tion. Thus the student has received an edu- 
cation in railroad telegraphy, which he could 
acquire only by a struggling existence of sev- 
eral years, and it has cost him absolutely 
nothing. He has the advantage of a good 
education, which will equip him for a suc- 
cessful career in railroading, 

The majority of students enrolled and grad- 
vated have been placed as operators and 
agents at various stations along the Santa 
Fé Coast lines, and this railway)’ gystem has 
found that these students of the school are 
competent from the beginning and stick’ to 
their posts. Out of the vd ss number of stu- 
dents placed all are still 1 hee except 
about half a dozen.

where the heaviest kind of work is required, 
and they have the distinction of being the 
youngest men holding responsible positions 
in these offices. The school work gives them 
a foundation for advancing rapidly without 
making mistakes costly to themselves and 
the railroad. 

The schoolroom is located at the Santa Fé 
depot at’ Log Angeles, and all the Santa F« 
train order wires run into the school, so that 
each student receives a practical advantage 
of takihg real messages. In this way each 
student learns to receive from the fastest 
senders on the line. © 

The students have the privilege of attend- 
ing school as many hours a day .as they 
please. A great many take advantage of this 
rule by putting in as high as twelve hours a 
day on their studies. No limit or restraint 
of any kind is placed on a student. If he 
is apt he may get a road position in a few 
months. The average time required to com- 
plete the course is seven months, but Many 
finish in less time than that. 

The school instructions consist of straight 
telegraphing, preparing each student for reg- 
ular line work at once, and equipping him 
with the knowledge necessary to get in line 
to become a train dispatcher and on up. In 
addition to the regular course in wire work 
the student must pass an examination on 
the Santa Fé book of rules—this makes him 
a thorough Sante Fé man. 

When a student has qualified on the wire 
work and rules he is then sent each day to 
some near station, where he wdérks with the 
operator and station agent, gaining a prac- 
tical knowledge of handling traihs, selling 
tickets, and the’ freight business. Here he 
is under the direct supervision of experienced 
Santa Fé employés, who are under orders 
to train the student in the right way. 

There are a few other schools for the 
teaching of telegraphy scattered here and 
there throughout the country, but there is 
no other school operated by a railroad as 
this one is. 

All work is carried on under experienced 
instructors; who are missionaries in the 
Santa Fé promotion work among the em- 
ployéa,

Many reasons for this might be advanced. 
Women are comparatively new in business. 
They find it harder to command attention 
from those under them than a man does, from 
the mere fact that they are women. If their 
employés are men the element of sex jealousy 
looms large. 

If the employés are women they have not 
had the habit of business life for one thing, 
so that unless a man is over them they don't 
recognize authority. When he is, the ele- 
ment of masculine domination, or the habit 
of submitting to it, helps even the poorest of 
men executives to ust work out of women.

Still New to *;The Ropes.*’ 


Again, a woman exécutive in business is a 
recent phenomenon. She knows she is under 
particular observation, as doing something 
unusual, and that of itself makes her nerv- 
ous. But most of all, it is because only of 
late, and not even now to any large extent, 
have women had independent command of 
capital to instal] new methods and new de- 
vices. Her age-old habit of doing everything 
herself dies hard. It was not a habit that 
sprung up because of her. nature, but to get 
along with what she has had to do with has 
always been a necessity of her situation. 

As a sex we are criticised because we 
haven't installed labor saving machinery in 
our homes: Men are fond of joking us abott 
the fact that most of'the domestic labor sav- 
ing machinery has been utilized by men, to 
take our “ natural work ”’ away from us and 
do it on a big scale. As, for example, steam 
laundries, vacuum cleaners, and electric 
cooking apparatus. Man sweeps, scours, 
cooks, washes, irons, sews, knits, milks, and 


churns by machinery and wé have stood by 
so he says, letting our proper work get away 
from.us by our blindness and conservatism in 
refusing to utllize labor saving devices. 

But think each woman of you, how a prop- 
osition to install, gay. electric cooking ma- 
chines or a vacuum cleaner, or even a $2.50 
breadmaking machine, or a $2 combined meat 
and vegetable chopper in your kitchen, has 
been frowned down upon by the other half 
of the house, and how your own instinct of 
prudence has fort{fied him in his opposition.

Always Thus with Woman. 

New machinery of the sort is so expensive. 
You said to yourself: “ I can easily—or more 
or less easily—do the work as I have always 
done it. Besides, William won’t increase my 
allowance to get it. If I buy it I have to do 
without something else I actually need.” 
But even if you resolved upon rebellion, you 
probably didn’t have the money to get it. 

Has it ever been different witn woman's 
case? She has as a rule never had the money 
to act independently and organize her work- 
ing force.on the lines she thought best. No 
stimulation or encouragement to independent 
thought in the kitchen. 

She has always asked the advice of the 


“man above,” who rarely or ever under-. 
stands her needs, not because he is obfuse,. 


tered somewhere else and has never seriously’ 
considered if woman had hard problems tn 
the home. She hasn't had money. She hasn't 
had encouragement, and she has been kept 
in leading strings by her desire to please 
William, at least not to annoy him. 

The whole point is this: Women should 
recognize their own problems and not defer 
them to men, and if they can organize their 
homes into more smoothly working machines 
they should do so without leaving the ques- 
tion altogether or largely to Wiliam, who 
knows nothing about it.

~—but it pays in saved eyes and nerves. The 
girl who can shut her eyes or take an occa- 
sional look at sky and trees without dimin- 
ishing her speed on the machine, wil! not re- 
gret the hours she spent learning to type- 
write in proper form, 

Perseverance is the secret of good type- 
writing. It is possible to teach one’s self at 
home, but books should be studied for vorrect 

Having acquired a knowledge of the key- 
board so that every character can be told 
in the dark, all that is needed is hard prac- 
tice. Nor should that practice be omitted 
when one has become expert. Five minutes 
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Pack my box with five dozen liquor jugs. 

John quickly extemporized five tow bags. 

Frowzy quacks, vex, jump, and blight. 

Quack! Glad zephyrs, wave my javelin 
box. 

Never permit yourself to do slovenly work 
on the machine. Many a good stenographer 
has lost her position because her fingers are 
not trained to be as accurate as her notes. 
Employers are sensitive about send'ng out 
careless work and the most careful erasures 
show. If for no. other reason be vccurate 
because [t gives you so much more leisure. 
The worker who does not make mistakes in 
her typewriting is the one who do2s least 
overhours’ work. ‘

system ig that it enables a girl to sit erect 
at her machine, and so keep herself free 
from round shoulders and cramped lungs. 
It is possible to take deep breathing exer- 
cises and head exercises while pounding out 
copy at record making speed. 

The good typewriter is as considerate of 
her machine as is a jockey of a racer. She 
learns not only to keep it immaculate—cleap

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only have courage.’. How often one 

hears successfy! business women say 

this. In every instance, however, fur- 

ther examination demonstrates that 
the courage which they showed was the re- 
sultant of a union of the forces that make for 
character: Added ‘to a high grade of intelli- 
gence, they possess what one might call 
*‘ stickability '\-faithfulness and dependablie- 
ness in smal] duties and interest and enthu- 
siastn—bushels of the latter. 


This is particularly true of Miss Anna Mal- 
loy, who has recently established in Chicago a 
shop whose claim on public attention is that 
it advertises for sale intelligence and common 
sense in addition to stenographic service. 

Through its twenty-five foot plate a 
front the serby sees roomy, comifort- 
able, canterully furnished offices, filled with 
prosperous looking business people—as many 
men as women—dictating to stenographers at 
the side desks or congregated at the big 
oaken center table, looking over papers and 
manuscripts. An inspection of the rear would 
show handsome rooms for directors’ meetings 
or private dictation. 

All this is Miss Malloy’s own conception of 
the demands of the modern stenographic 
field. Hers is the only office in the city 
planned to meet them at all angles. Atten- 
tion is first drawn to her shop by the fact 
that it occupies the ground floor and is the 
adjunct, of no other business, though it takes 
up @ great deal of space. Then, too, the win- 
dow advertising is unusual. In effect it tells 
the passerby, among other things, to bring 
in his ideas and they will be clothed for him.

The idea of starting a shop where mentality 
could be bought had been growing in Mise 
Malloy’s mind for several years, for she noted

Chances But Little Kaown. 
“If only stenographers could be made te 
understand what opportunities there are in 
this fleld,’’ she exclaimed enthusiastically the

and stupid. I have no patience with a girl 
who complains that this work ie mechanical. 
It is she that is mechanical, not to interest 
herself in the business. If she does not have 
some understanding of the aims of her em- 
ployer she cannot do justice to his work. I 
am seeking al] the time for stenographers 
who are something more than mechanically 
correct. What al) employers want is women 
who get the sense of the dictation even more 
than the exact wording. They are hard to 
find. 


“Don't be afraid of being’ overworked. 
Extra demands means enlarged opportun:- 
ties. <A girl should be on the alert for new 
things to do and perform what is asked of 
her cheerfully, interestedly. The greatest 
trouble with stenographers is that they Mmit 


‘their knowledge to the class to which they 


belong instead of turning everything that 
comes to hand into an opportunity for greater 
effectiveness. 

“ Clock watchers who won't stay a minute 
beyond. the stroke of the hour! How can 
they ever expect to mount to the top of the 
profession? I never kept hours in all of my 
business life. 

** Work on work, not hours. Learn the 
businesa so that you can understand the dic- 
tation. Never be disagreeable about extra 
work and fever write anything you do not 
understand. The day of the stenographer has 
not reached its senith. I believe a time is 
coming when women will make tncomes at 
this business that will surprise the public.

The man who thinks that he is entitled to 
a position in some establishment just because 
his father and grandfather before him have 
been good coustomers is all wrong. Letters 
from such applicants are hardly glanced at. 
Also the man who reads the catalogues of the 
firm to which he is applying for a job is not 
necessarily well versed in the selling of that 
firm’s goods. But in applying by letter the 
employment managers have a few simple 
rules which they enforce with # regularity 
that is ofttimes disappointing.

* Gush * Never Gets Job. 

**T have never yet accepted a man who has 
written to me about wishing and intending 
to be loyal to the firm through everything. 
That's all gush!’ So said one man who han- 
dles sixty applicants an hour during the yee 

“We want otir employés to 
be loyal—we expect them to be without saying 
se. We do’ not care to hear all about the 
hopes and ambitions of an applicant for a 
pccition. We don't care whether it is their 
idea to stick to the firm and work up or not, 
That sort Of an appeal for a position doesn’t 
go far towards attaining its purpose. 

“The applicant who telis his story in 50 to 
100 words—either in a letter or a personal in- 
terview—is the man who is gotng to get the 
job every time. The applicant's name and 
address; his former place of business and why 
he left; his age and experience and salary are 
all that is necessary to be put into an appeal 
for a position. Briefness is convincing— 
truthfulness is assuring. Skill is a strong 
argument and honesty cements the deal. 
The man whe has these four points in his 
favor is the man who car step up to the em- 
ployment manager and take the job he is 
after.”

I 
prefer it to yeast cakes and {tis cheaper: The 
advantage of the stone jar over the pan to 
raise bread in is that the jar refains the heat, 
and being tall, gives no chance for a crust 
to form on top. : The quicker light bread is 
baked after it is begun the better it is.

You ask me to 

tell you about this place, the Indians, the 

land, etc. Well, I feel just in the mood this evening to 
give you a long spiel, but I want just to amble along 
like an old fashioned hit and miss rag carpet is made, 
without any effort for design, logic, or construction. 
I am not going to concern myself about the sewing’ 
of the thought rags, but let them sew themselves, 
and I will weave them into this just as they unwind. 
The main Indian agency of the Standing Rock res- 
ervation is at Fort Yates and is called the Standing 
Rock agency. The location is pretty, the street we 
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are on is on tlé;west bank of the Missouri! river and 
facing it. With the eweep of an eye we can see up 
and down the river for nearly fifteen miles, and down 
at the farthest point where the bend turns the water 
eastward is a prominent butte. 

Many times has it and the curving stream reminded 
me of the pictures of the bay of Naples and Mout 
Vesuvius, especially so as the sky here is such a biaey 
blue. And one day last October a prairie fire in the 
afternoon on the other side of the butte sent ap clouds 
of smoke that looked like they issued right out of the 
top of it, and when night came all the country in that 
direction was livid and the butte was darkly outlined. 
It really seemed like nature wae giving us a perfected 
moving picture reproduction of a great historical event 
and to myself I named the butte “Mount Vesuvius.” 
Prairie fires are not as common here as formerly, but 
last fall there were some big ones. I'll send you a 
picture of one.

Angry Water” an Appropriate Name. 

“Missouri” means, in the Dakota language, “ Angry 
water”; the river is also called “ Big Muddy,” and if 
you could have seen it today you would have thought 
It well named, for the white caps were dancing and 
muddy it always is.

‘No Incentive to Self-Improvement. 

One Would then ask instantly why they are not bet- 
ter farmers and housekeepers. Because of the unnat- 
ural conditions foreed upon them, the reservation sys- 
tem with ité annuities and rations, making it unneces- 
sary for thém.to struggle for an existence. And the 
average younger ores who have been born and reared 
in this atmosphere, and the onés with white blood do 
not work as the older full bloods nor have their sense 
of honor. You can depend on what an old full blood 
tells you, and you need-not be afraid he will steal from 
you. The péople who knhow the Indians well smile 
meéeaningly when you ask about the younger ones and 
the mixed bloods, and say, “They are becoming civil- 
iged and getting on to the white man’s ways.” 

Years ago a man had a trading post along here some- 
where on the Missouri. Going away for a few months 
he took an invefitory of his stock of goods, and left a 
man in eharge. When he returned the man had left, 
the stock having been disposed of, trusted out to the 
Indians, and not a scratch of a pen to show to whom 
nor the amounts. When spring came the Indians re- 
turned with the results of their trapping and hunting; 
each one remembered exactly the amount he owed, paid 
it; and the accounts were squared upto a dollar! The 
Sioux take up studies éasily, are shrewd, and are quick 
to see through a joke. They would fall off their ponies 
laughing if they could see the way the boys were 
togged out as Indiang that time they gave “ Custer’s 
Last Stand” when we were at Cornell. 

This is my vacation and I surely am enjoying it. I 


slike to hang around the store and yapie (talk) with 


the Indians. One who. comes. frequently is old Goose. 
He is the only Indian en the reservation drawing a pen- 
sion from the government. He used to be one of Gen. 
Custer’s scouts and acted as such on the first expedi- 
tion soldiers ever made into the Black hills.

Pictorial Calendar Over Century Old. 

I talked with him, With Mrs. Ite interpreting for us. 
He said nothing especial happened either-going or cqm- 
ing on thet trip, but when they were at the hilis they 
captured sotmne Indiang. I asked him what year’ that 
was, he muttered to himself, and counted on his fingers, 
then feplied, “After we came back it was two yeers 
until Custer was killed.” They have no way of Keep- 
ing years by figures, but they have pictorial calendars 
dating back 110 years, and the different ones seem to 
coincide. 

What they consider the most important event of a 
certain year is decided upon to represent that year 
Not long ago three drunk Indians murdered some white 
people just across the river from here, and were con- 
victed and hung, so three Indians on a scaffold means 
that year. And once some Indians found a barrel of 
gasoline floating dOwnsffeam. Thinking it was kero- 
sene they took it home and gave it around to their rela- 
tives and friends to usé in lamps, but one time when 
they went to fill one lamp by the light of another the 
gasoline asserted its identity and blew the house up, 
killing several. And that episode represents that year. 
Of course fighting and ‘hunting were recorded many 
times, but in none is the Custer Massacre depicted. I 
asked Goose if he ever saw Mrs. Custer and how he 
like@ her. He replied he had seen her and that they 
all liked her, that dhe acted just like an Indian. Wasn't 
that a unique conipliment? 

Talking about the store suggests a certain well 
grounded charac*-ristic of the Indiahs that many white 

wonld do well to cultivate, especially the women 
bargain hunters in the city.. If the Indians do not 
want a certain article they know they do not want it, 
and no artay of bargain tables will tempt them to 
buy. And on the other hand if they do want certain 
articles they want good quality and are willing to 
pay what is asked.

Pilgrims Suggest Its Foundation. 
ft was in the twelfth century that this famous 
order of ancient: Knights Templar came into exist- 
ence—that memorable age of piety, religious fanat- 
iciam, superstition, war, and bloodshed. ft was the

spectacle of the weak and aged pilgrims who, against 


such aificult odds, dragged their weary way fo the ° 


’ 


place of the holy sepulcher, many of them unarmed 
and subject to the hostile assaults of the Moham- 
medan hordes, that suggested the foundation of such 
an organisation to De Payens, and he became the 
order’s first grand master. 

Within five yeate after their foundation they were 
honored by Baldwin, the king of Jerusalem, who was 


so impressed with their excellent service that he as- 


signed them resi@ence quarters on Mount Moriah, «4 
part of the palace of which steod near the former 
site of the temple of Solomon, and it was on account 
of their abode in this place that they gained the 
name of Knights Templar. 

Pope Honorius fH. appointed St. Bernard of Cleir- 
vaux to prepare a rule for the organization. This 
rule still ia extant and is remarkable for its ascetic 
character. Long before St. Bernard’s death the war- 
riors connected with the order became preéminently 
distinguished a# warriors of the cross, and long be- 
fore St. Bernard’s death, in 1153, the order was 
established in almost every kingdom of Latin Chris- 
tendom and numbered among its members nearly all 
the princes of Europe.

Modern Templarism Dedicated to Peace. 
The order grew in étrength rapidly, récrufting itseif 
from the noblest families of Europe, among the 
number being Fulk, count of Anjou, who in 1131 as- 
sumed the crewn of the city. of David. The knights 
were granted lands by many kings. Spanish his- 
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torlans say that Alphonso I. of te oe and Navarre 
ueathed them the third of his kingdom, 
“ a way, modern Templarism might be called the 
descendant of the heroic order of Templars of the 
middle ages. But while the ancient order was con- 
 secrated to war the new is dedicated to peace, and 
the two organizations, separated by so meny centu- 
ries, have no feal, tangible connection, though the 
modern Templar professes many of the lessons and 
clings ‘to many of the legends of the first crusaders 
and takes a just pride in even @ shadowy- connection 
with that wonderful and long suns host whose valor 
and irreproachable bravery protected the pilgrim in 


the Holy Land, 
As a matter of fact, modern Templary is classed 


among the legitimate pranches of Masonry. The real 
beginning of Masonry was in the year 1717. It is 
impossible to ascertain the éxact date when modern 
Templary began, as the records are obscure and the 
accounts of the introduction of this great order inte 
the United States are exceedingly meager. 

At the present time France claims that the orig- 
inal order of Templary is still intact in that country 
as handed down in a charter from the gallant De 
Molay, but the order existing im the United States, to 
be represented by the magnificent conclave to be 
held in Chicago, really dates from Bngiand. It & 
thought that the first Templar organization if = 
old world was the Baldwin encampment at Bristol, 
Bagiaad. There is no record of its organization, but 


it is many hundreds of years old. 


Army Officers Introduce the Order. 

It ig stated upon excellent Masonic authority that 
the order was introduced to the country by foreign 
officers stationed in New England. At a meeting 
of St.'Andrew’s chapter a number of Scotch and Irish 
soldiers were present who had received the Templar 
degree in their native countries. In the various reg- 
iments then quartered near Boston were a number 
of army Masonic lodges which stimulated interest in| 
fraternal mdtters. It is known, too, that the Irish 
were early interested in Templary, fer during the 
closing years of the eighteenth century Kilwinning 
lodge of Dublin, Ifeland, conferred the Templar de- 
grees, and when the nineteenth century dawned there 
were grand éncampments of Templars in England, | 
Ireland, and Scotiand. — 

The history of the éarly Amertcan encampment of 
America is fragmentary and obscure. As already in- 
dicated, there were independent Templar bodies at 
the beginning of the century at Charleston, Philadel- 
phia, Wilmington, Baltimore, Newburyport, Boston, 
and Providence. 

The Maryland encampment was formed in 1780. 
Ten« years before this time, however, the South 
Carolina encampment had been organised. In 1798 
the first encampment of New York state, known as 
Morten’s encampment, was organised. In 1796 Col- 
chester encampment of Connecticut secured a charter 
from the grand encampment of Phgland. : 

It. was not until the nineteenth century had come 
that the real work of organising the American Tem- 
plare began. In 1802, in Boston, an organization of 
Knights of the Red Cross was effected. -During the 
same year §8t. John’g encampment. at Providence, 
R. L, was formed, The latter organisation still ‘is 
in existence and is to be represented at the Aucust 
conclave, — ‘

In 1806, with the approval of the Newburyport ¢n- 
campment, which was one of the nioneer Organiza- 
tions of Massachusetts, the Boston and Providence 
knights, organized the grand encampment of Massa- 
chusetts and Rhode Island, which still is extant and 
which is the oldest body of Masonic knighthood in 
the United States. -The organization is called the 
Sates Grand encampment. 

The first grand master of the first encampment 
was Thomas Smith Webb, who is the father of mod- 
ern Organized Templary and whose name is revered 
by all members of the order. He continued grand 
master until 1816, when the first grand encampment 
was held in New , York. 

In the meantime Templary Was growing. Encamp- 
ments sprang up in many sections of New England 
and in Pennsylvania. The latter state formed a state 
encampment. Webb early saw the need of a general 
organization. Assisted ty Henry Fowle of Prev- 
idence, R. L, he set to work to effect a union of Tem- 
plar bodies for mutual benefit. The result was the 
first grand encampment held in New York City, June 
21, 1816. : 

It consisted of knights and delegates from the fol- 
lowing encampments: Oston encampment, Boston; 
St. Jotin’s eficampment, ovidence; Ancient encamp- 
ment, New York; Temple encampment, Albany; Mont- 
gomery encampment, Stillwater; St. Paul's encamp- 
ment, Newburyport; Newport encampment, Newport; 
Darius council, Portiand. At the first meeting oniy 
three states were represented—Massachusetts, Rhode 
Island, and New York. 


& 
Clinton First Grand Master. 


: It was decided to have a general grand éncamp- 
ment of Knights Templar of the United States and 
appendant orders. The first grand master was De 
Wht Clinton, defeated candidate for president of the 
United States and governor of New York. Webb was 
the first deputy general grand master. 

Pennsylvania at first refused to go tnto the grand 
encampment. The state eficampment had ceased to 
exist in 1816, but through the pérsistent efforts of 
Webb an organization was effected in the state. 

At the first general éncampment held in New York 
the number of Sir Knights represented is estimated 
at 200. The teta) number in the United States was 
500. The second general encampment opened in the 
City of New York Sept: 16, 1819. Only two grahd 
commanderies——New York and Massachusetts and 
Rhode Island—were represented. De Witt Clinton 
was reélected general grand master and continued to 
serve in that office until his death, Feb. 11, 1828. 

At the third general grand encampment, in New 
York City, September, 1326, there wére six grand 
encampments represented. In September, 1839, five 
grand encampments were represented at the fourth 
encampment held in New York City. Jonathan Nye 
of Claremont, N. H., was elected to the office of gen- 
eral grand master, become vacant by the death of 
De Witt Clinton. — 

It was sot until the Hartford encampment that 
changes were made in the by-laws. The word “gen- 
eral” was stricken from the same and the organiza- 
tion was known as the grand énacampment. The 
state bodies became grand commanderies and the 
name of local organizations was changed from en-« 
campments to commanderies.

stand? 
Have you ever wondered what could have been 


wrong with you that made you pretend to know all 


about it when she loudly explained the arithmetic 
lesson and put it on the board, when you: didn't really 
know a word? 

It was all because you were born just at the right 
time to get caught in the wave of steam heated 
schoolhouses. “If the future generation is to have 
good brains and good bodies they must go back to 
the old fashioned country schoolhouses where the 
pupils will have to exercise to keep warm,” says 
Frof. William E. Watt of the Graham school. To 
help Prof. Watt test his scheme the board of educa- 
tion will erect two rooms on the roof of the Graham 
school through which the wind wil! whistle as it 
did through the crevices of the littie .edJ cvuntry 
schoolhouse. These rooms will have a roof and can- 
vas sides, with windows which will be open most 
of the time. In the extreme cold weather there will 
be just enough heat turned in to make it about the 
temperature the big boys used to keep by piling 
wood into the iron stove of the schooJhouse at the 
croasroads. 


* ¢ 
Sun to Help in the Heating. 

It will be built on the southwest corner of the 
roof, so that the “winter sun will shine over it at 
setting” as radiantly as it did over the little New 
England schoolhouse. By means of this exposure it 
is expected that it also will penetrate during the 
rest of the day and make up for the extra degrees 
of steam heat which are to be omitted when finally 
it is found necessary to turn heat om in the coldest 
weather. 

“The children icarned more easily in the country 
schoolhouse than they ever have in any modern city 
school,” said Prof. Watt, “and it is all because they 
lived naturally and had plenty of fresh air. Trey 
never were sick, and they grew strong on the loag 
walk back and forth to school every day during the 
winter and summer.

Chickadees and nuthatches and flickers al} 
like to live In bird houses. But for the most 
part birds are afraid of steeples and trim- 
mings and bright colors and of fancy little 
doll houses stuck up on poles. Natural bark, 
gray wood, and tree forms are best of all. 

Did you know that birds do not Mke to 
bring up their little ones in a draft? Much 
as they like the light and air, they want 
their young ones to be warm and cozy. 80 
the doors of a bird house should never be 
put opposite each other so that the wind caca 
blow through, nor should the houses face 
the northeast, the direction from whicn 
storm winds blow. Neither do the parent 
birds like to have their precious homes in 
the eye of the sun at noonday. 

It is interesting, too, that a bird likes a door 
to his house to be just big enough fer one 
of his own size te enter. He is always afraid, 
you see, both of bigger birds ana of red 
squirrels.

Others besides my- 
self have remarked upon this, so I am hoping that 
the kongoni wore this amused look even at times 
when he was not looking at me. His long, rakish 
horns are mounted on a pedicle that extends above 
his head, thus accentuating the droll length of his 
features. His withers are unusually high and 
add to the awkward appearance of the animal. 
Standing, the kongoni is a picture of alert, inter- 
ested good humor ; running, he is extremely funny 
as he bounces along on legs that seem to be stif- 
fened so that he seems to rise and fall in his stride 
like a rubber ball.

His eyes are as keen as those of a hawk, 


and when a herd is feeding there are always sey- 


eral kongoni sentinels posted on anthills in such a 
strategic way that not a thing moves anywhere on 
thé plains that escapes their. attention. Often- 
times I have cautiously crept to the top of a ridge 
to scan the plains, and there, a mile away, a kon- 
goni would be looking at me with great interest. 

If you try to approach he will remain where 
he is until his warning sneezes have alarmed all 
the other animals, and finally, when all have fied, 
he goes gallumphing along in the rear. He is the 
self-appointed protector of his fellow creatures, 
the sentinel of the plains. I have seen him run 
back into danger in order to alarni a herd of un- 
suspecting zebras. .

Watchman Ever on the Alert. 

He leads the wildebeests to water and he lends 
his eyes to the elephants as they feed: With neat- 
ly every herd of game, or near by, will be found 
the faithful kongoni, always alert, watchful, and 
vigilant, and it is always his cry of: warhing that 


sends the beasts of the plains flying from dangers 


that they cannot sce. 

The sportsmen swear at the kongoni because 
it is always the latter that alarms the quarry he 
is stalking. How very often it ha ! The 


He will be alert and watchful, 
but he will show no anxiety. But just supppee 
for an instant that you change your mind. Sup- 
pose you say to yourself that the porters have had 
no meat for several days and that it might be well 
to shoot a'kongoni. The latter knows what. is 
passing in your mind long before you have made 
a single movement to betray your intentions. He 
begins to edge away, ready in an instant to go 
bounding rapidly beyond rifle shot. 

I’ve seen a herd of kongoni standing quite near, 
watching me with curious interest, but without 
fear. Perhaps I was intent upon something else 
and ‘hardly noticed them. Suddenly a villainous 
thought might enter my head, such as “ That yg 
kongoni has enormous horns,” and instantly the 


. herd would prick up their ears, run a few steps, 


and then turn to verify their suspicions. Then, if 
the villainous thought still lurked~in my brain, 
they would sneeze shrilly and go galloping away 
in the distance. There is no way to explain this 
except to attribute it to thought transference, and 
this in spite of the fact that the kongoni doesn’t 
understand English.

Horns: the Distinguishing Feature. 


The kongoni is found nearly every place in East 
Africa. ong the railway between Makindu 
and Nairobi the species is called Coke’s hartbeest. 
Farther up the railway the species is Neumann’s 
hartbeest, while still beyond, on the Guas Ngishu 

teau and the’ Mau escarpment, the species 
is called Jackson’s hartbeest. In the main the 
three varieties are almost the same; it is in the 
horns that the chief distinction lies, with lesser 
differences in color and stature. The hunter has 
been allowed to kill ten of each on his license, 
but under the new game ordinance in force since 
December only four Jackson’s are allowed and 
twenty Coke’s instead of ten. — : : 

When we went across the Guas Ngishu plateau 
in early November we saw thousands of Jack- 
son’s hartbeest, and never a calf. When we came 
back in late December and early January we saw 


hundreds. and hundreds of calves, many of them 


less than a day old. ‘The stork must have been 
busy, for they all urrived at once. These little 
calves come into the world fully equi for run- 


ning and almost immediately after birth go bound- 
ing along after their mothers, so awkward and so 
funny that I’m not surprised that their own moth-

Dutch gave him his name for that reason. It 
often seems as if bullets have no effect on him. He 
will absorb lead without losing a trace of his good 
humored look, and after he has been shot several 
times he will go bounding earnestly away, as if 
nothing was the matter. If he succeeds in joining 
a herd there is little way of distinguishing which 
one has been shot, unless he suddenly exhibits 
signs or falls over. Otherwise, he is quite likely 
to gallop away, far beyond pursuit, and then 
slowly succumb to his wounds.

They were the first wild animals that I saw in 
British East Africa—a group of four or five quiet- 
ly feeding within only a hundred yards of the 
thundering railway engine. They were in the 
protected area, however, and seemed to know that 
no harm would reach them there. Later on in the 
morning we saw other herds, but invariably at 
long range, sometimes teetering along the 
line or appearing and disappearing behind the 
flat topped umbrella acacias. 

The giraffe is most laughable when in action. 
He first looks at you, then curls his tail-over his 
back, and then lopes off with head and neck’Stuck 
out, and with body and legs slowly folding and 
unfolding in a most ungainly stride. It is hard to 
describe the gait of a giraffe to one who has never 
seen it, but any one would at once know that a 
giraffe couldn't help being funny when running, 


Hard Game for the Hunter. 
As a general thing it is difficult to approach s 
giraffe. With their keen eyes and great height 
they almost invariably see you before you see 


them and that will be at seven or eight hundred 
yards distance. From the moment they see you 
they never lose sight of you unless it is when they 
disappear behind. a hill a mile or two away. 

When seen on the skyline a herd of giraffe will 
suggest a line of telegraph poles; when seen scat- 
tered along a hillside partly sheltered under the 
trees, they blend into the mottled lights and shad- 
ows in such a way as to be almost invisible. I have 
been within 200 yards of a motionless giraffe and, 
although looking directly at it, was not aware 
that it was a giraffe until it moved. It might 
easily have been mistaken for a bare fork of the 
tree, with the mottled shadows of the leaves cast 
upon it.

after it was quite a common‘thing to run 
across little groups of these strange looking 
animals browsing among the trees. 

One is not allowed to.kill a giraffe except 
under a specia! license, which costs 150 ru- 
pees, or $50. One of our party had acommis- 
sion.to secure « specimen for a collector and 
had been unsuccessful in getting it. That 
circumstance ted to an amusing adventure 
that I had with a giant giraffe. One day, 
with my gunbearers, I had ridden out from 
camp in search of wild pigs. Ten minutes 
after leaving camp I drew rein hastily, for 
off to my left and in front a lone giraffe of 
great size and of splendid black color was 
slowly careening along toward me. If he 
continued in his course and’did not see us 
he would pass within a hundred yards of me. 
So I hastily’ but quietly dismounted to try 
for a photograph as he passed. 

-A moment or two later he saw me for the 
first time and at once swung into a funny 
trot. I took the picture, and then the thought 
struck me, “Why not drive him into camp, 
where he could be secured by the one having 
@ special! license?’ I jumped con my horse 
and galloped around him, but in a few mo- 
ments struck a ravine so rocky that I had to 
walk my horse through the worst of it. By 
the time I had crossed, the giraffe wus some 
hundred yards ahead. Still farther ahead 
the prairie was burning and the long line of 
fire extended a mile or more across our front. 

I thought this fire would swing the giraffe 
off and so it became a race to reach the fire 
line first, In order to swing him in the right 
direction. he ground was deep with prairie 
grass, as dry as tinder, and scattered 
throughout were innumerable holes in the 
ground made by the ant bears and warthogs. 
Any one of these holes was enough to throw 
a horse head over heels if he went into it. 
I had no gun, having left it with my gun- 
bearer when I took the picture. So there 
was nothing to hinder me as we swept across 
the great plain.

Prairie Fire a Mere Hurdle. 

‘We passed the camp half a mile away ata 
furious pace. the giraffe holding his own with 
the horse and keeping too far in front to be 
turned. By degrees we approached the 
prairie fire and the flames were leaping up 
three or four feet ina line many hundred 
yards long. The giraffe hesitated and then 
breasted the walls of fire; I didn’t know 
whether my horse would take the salamander 


leap or not, and as werushed down toward 


it I half expected that he would stop sud- 
denly and send me fiying over his shoulders. 
But he never wavered. The excitement of 


* the chase was upon him and he took the leap 


like an antelope. There was a moment of 
blinding smoke, a burning blast of air, and 
then we were galloping madly on across the 


utcheon in Africa; Rounding. Up a Giraffe. 


blackened dust where the‘ fire had already 
swept. 

For two milesd galloped the giraffe, vainly 
endeavoring to swing him around, but once 
a swamp retarded me and another time a 
low hill shut the giraffe from view. When 
I passed it he had disappeared and could not 
be found again. There was no regret at hav- 
ing lost him, for I felt particularly grateful 
to him for having given me the most exhil- 
arating and joyous ride I had in Africa. 

The large male giraffes often appear solid 
black at a distance, for the yellow bands 
separating the splotches of black are so 
slender as to be invisible at even a short dis- 
tance. The females are much lighter and 
usually look like the giraffes we see In the 
circuses at home.

Zebra Obstacle to Civilization. 


Then there’s the ubiquitous zebra. a)most 
as numerous as the kongonil. You see vast 
herds of zebra at many places along the rail- 
way. and thereafter, as you roam about the 
level spots of East Africa, you are always 
running into herdsofthem. At first the sight 
of a herd of zebras is a surprise, for you have 
been accustomed to seeing them in the small 
numbers found in captivity. It isa source of 
passing wonder that ‘these rare animals 
should be roaming about the suburbs of 
towns in hundred lots. Yeu decide that it 
would be a shame to shoot a zebra and de- 
termine not to join in this heartless siaughter. 

Later on your sentiments will undergo a 
change. Everybody will tell 4ou that the 
zebra is a fearful pest and must be exterm- 
nated if civilization and progress are to con- 
tinue. The zebra is absolutely useless and 
efforts to domesticate him have been without 
good results.. He tramps over the plains, 
breaks down fences, tears up the cultivated 
fields, and reaily fulfills no mission in life 
save that of supplying the Hons with food. 
As long as the zebras stay the lions will be 
there, but the settlers say that the lions are 
éven preferable to the zebras. 

Under the old game ordinance expiring 
Dec. 15, 1900, a sportsman was allowed two 
gebras under his license; under the new one 
he is allowed twenty! That reveals the at- 
titude of East Africa toward the jaunty 
little striped pony. 

In action the gebra is dependent upon his 
friend the Kongoni.

They have no endurance and may be easily 
rounded up with a horse.

House with Office *' Foundation." 

In the first place we liad bought a two room! 
office building, 20x30 feet, that was in good 
repair. We did not expect to make a house 
of it at the time, but having an opportunity 
to get a nice large lot we decided to move the 
office and see what we could do with it. 

We wanied abcaut six rooms with bath, 
pantry, and a good big porch, lots of windows 
amd closets. So we went to work and after 
much measuring and planning we have what 
we wanted. 

The office we made into a living room, 12x20 
feet. A dining room, 12x13 feet, with a hall 
in the center of the house about 5 feet wide. 
Fcur posts divide these rooms. ‘The fosts are 
about sixteen inches square, and are filled 
in om the living room side with bookcases 
and the dining room side with china closets, 
while the backs form the wainscoting for t: 
hall. The cases are about four feet high and 
have small square paned glass doors. 

The roof of the office was extended downto 
cover the twelve foot porch.

Home Often an Obstacle. 


Under such circumstances thousands of 
home owners would better have remained in 
rented flats or cottages, even with rents go- 
ing up, than have ventured to build. To make 
a quick move from one place to another the 
home often is an exaggerated impediment: 
more often it is a real impediment which 
may hold a family to a certain section long 
after its best interests have disappeared. If 
land values have been increasing gnd the 
house that is four or five years old still is in 
form and keeping with this increased realty 
value, somebody ought to be able to dispose 
of the property, at least without loss. 

That first thing to be impressed upon the 
person building his own home Is the neces- 
sity of a reasonable ‘‘ looking ahead,"’ either 
as to the permanence of that home in con- 
nection with his present work or as to his 
ability to dispose of the home if circum- 
stance should make it a necessity. A house 
costing more than a location justifies may 
be a drug on the real estate market. just as 
an insufficient building in a valuable section 
may be almost useless. No neighborhood 
well built up of substantia! buildings in 
keeping with a community will look kindly 
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upon the cheap makeshift house. On the 
other hand, the same building wil not be 
popular where only the makeshift homes ex- 
ist by right of cheap realty. 

Therefore, a point not to be ignored by any 
means is the street on which you purpose 
setting up a home according to plans which 
you may find in this series of articles. You 
can’t command too much of common sense 
and judgment in the spot where you are to 
place your city home. 

In Chicago and other of the large cities the 
fiat building menace is almost everywhere, 
Homes have been ruined and sold at a sacri- 
fice merely because some one has built his 
house in such a position on his lot that a new 
four or six story bullding going up exactly 
on the lne of the lot has shut out al) light 
and air and sunshine for the “ living "’ rooms 
and bedrooms. Building his house, the home 
owner may have brought the front line of 
his porch forty feet back of the pavement 
line, while the huge flat has pressed forward 
to the edge of the sidewalk. The house is 
ruined and the lot is almost worthless be- 
cause another flat building will not easily 
find room on it for another building.

‘* Despite the grip of commercialism on the 
song publishing business, there is an un- 
doubted upward trend in the popular style of 
music,”’ said Charles M. Fischer, leader of 
the American Music hall orchestra. ‘Of 
course, the coming craze for classic exce*pts 
is only a fad, but the improvement in airs 
which are whistled hag been steady in the 
last ten years.

Teaching Students to 
Make Own Desks. 


RE Chicago schoo! children of the fu- 
ture to furnish their own school 
equipment? 

It looks that way. 

This does not mean, of course, that 
they will be compelled to furnish materials. 
It may mean, however, that, with the ma- 

terials furnished, they will be asked to make 
their own desks, their own seats, and their 
own book covers and portfolios, 

At least this is the idea of Professor Wal- 
ter Sargent of the Chicago university, who 
has seen the experiment tried in the Boston 
schools and is anxious that a similar one be 
started here. And next year, Mr. Sergent 
saye, Frank M. Leavitt, who has been in 
charge of the Boston manual work, will 
come to the university and endeavor to cre- 
ate a nucleus around which this idea may 
be built. 

Every year much money is éxpended on 
furnishings for schools. The general esti- 
mate, so think those who*have interested 
themselves in the matter, is much more than 
it shoyld be, andthe expending of the money 
in this manner cripples the funds so that 
other work is in many cases put behind. 
Should the children take a course in manual 
training and their. training be turned to 
practical account, Prof. Sargent figures, that 
ultimately furnishing expenses would be 
minimum instead of maximum. 

The idea is first to start them out making 
the simpler things, such as portfolios, book 
covers, holders, and things of the kind, 
and to work gradually to the point where 
they are e to make their own desks and 
seats and ‘heavier articles. 

“In on,” says Prof. Sargent, ‘‘ the 
children aré enthusiastic over the idea. We 
started with just one class there, but I be- 
lieve now that there are several. They are 
so eager to get to this part of the work that 
they study all the harder knowing that, of 
course, s come first. One little boy

“The drivers not only are protected here, 
but at the top as well.

With all this protection, I 
look for few accidents. The track is eleven 
miles from Los Angeles, but there is plenty

: Floral Parade for Chicago. 

A magnificent floral illuminated parade for 
the night of May 7 is promised by the Chi- 
cago Automobile Trade association, which 
has selected this way of marking the open- 
ing of the season of 1910. At first there was 
talk of having a week's carnival which 
would consist of having ali the stores on 
automobile row decked out in flowers and 
potted plants; have parades and gymkhanas 
and the like, and stir up a big hurrah over 
motoring. But the meeting of the associa- 
tion, which was held last Monday night, 
brought about a change of heart among the 
supporters of the original idea. It was dis- 
covered that nearly every one of the dealers 
hae all he can do now to fill orders, and that 
if a spring show were held there would be 
so much business that the life of the dealer 
would be made miserable.

President Louis Geyler will this week ap- 
point a special committee to handle the af- 
fair. It will be a most pretentious display 
of motor cars and every. effort will be made 
to get out at least 500 cars. Mine prizes will 
be offered for the best decorated cars, and 
the officials will be made up of prominent 
local motorists. The line of march will take 
in the park system in al} probability, with 
the start and finish being at Michigan avenue 
and Thirteenth street.

Something new in motor competitions is 
to be attempted this year by the contest board 
of the American Automobile association, 
which has just sanctioned the running of a 
series of national championships, something 
never before done by the A. A. A. These 
championships will be run on the speedway 
at Indianapolis on May 30, the last day of the 
three day. meet there. 

“ The national championship races will be 
composed of about fifteen events for all 
classes of stock cars,” explains David Bee- 
croft of Chicago, a member of theA. A. A. 
contest board. “‘ Each class will compete for 
the championships both at five and at ten 
miles. The prizes will consist of gold cham- 
pionship medals for each winner, silver med- 
als for each second, and bronze medals for 
each third. Entries must be made to the con- 
test board of the A. A. A., which has absolute 
control over the championship_races. 

These are the first national championship 
races held under the new 1910 rules and clas- 
sifications of the A. A. A., and it is likely each 
division will be filled with entries at an early 
date. Every manufacturer naturally is 
anxious to win a championship medal, for it 
would carry with it more weight than all of 
the minor race trophies. The contest board 
has been arranging for this event for several 
months, but this is the first we have said 
about the plan.” : 

Locally the belief is that these national 
championships will do more to make racing 
a sporting event than anything else ever at- 
tempted by the A. A. A. There has beena 
feeling In some quarters that contests have 
been too much of a trade proposition, but 
now the A. A. A. has dignified a set of races 
by calling them championships and making 
the drivers compete for medals only which 
will elevate the sport to a high plane. The 
meet comes so early in the year, too, that the 
winners will profit largely by having the en- 
tire summer in which to blazon forth their 
prowess. It is anticipated large fields will 
start. 

Another act on the part of the contest board 
is hailed with approbation. That is to an- 
nounce Officially that the Glidden tour will 
start from Cincinnati. This action was taken 
because of the rumor that got around that 
Indianapolis might be selected. Now the 
board says Cincinnati has been officially se- 
lected and that ends the Hoosier talk. The 
board also has accepted the beach records 
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that were made at Daytona, Fila., by Barney 
Oldfield and that star now has to his credit 
five choice marks, including the stock car 
mile, which he made in the Knox six. 
Considerable activity is being dleplayed by 
the Chicago clubs in the promotion line and 
there is eyery indication of a busy summer 
ahead. The Chicago Automobile club is most 
favorably impressed with the idea of hold- 
ing commercial car tests. Ms contest board 
has sent out letters to manufacturers of busi- 
ness motor rigs, and already many favorable 
replies have been received. There is no doubt 
about getting the entries and it remaingsonly 
for the club to close its speedway deal before 
putting the commercia! test on its schedule. 
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The Chicago Motor club has in hand two 
contests for the immediate future. One of 
them is a demountable rim trial and the other 
ix an economy run. In all probability the 
fuel test will be held first. A date the latter 
part of April is favored, and F. E. Edwards, 
c:iairman of the technical board, already has 
the rules well in hand. All that remains is 
for Chairman Root’s contest committee to 
pass upon them and select the date. 


* The rim test will be handled directly by the 


technical board, which has been empowered 
by the directors to stage it. This event will 
foilow the economy run and probably will be 
set forearly in May. It will be the second one 
ever held, the club having been the originator 
of the trial two years ago. 

The idea is to demonstrate to the public the 
strong points of thege devices: The “ road- 
ability ’’ of the demountable rim; how quickly 
one can be changed, and how practical! it is. 
As most every one knows, the demountable Is 
a most recent idea, consisting of a spare rim 
cn which is mounted a tire already inflated. 
When a puncture occurs the rim and flat tire 
are taken off and the spare substituted. A 
change like this can be made in a couple of 
minutes and the puncture or blowout re- 
paired at the end of the trip. It is thought 
tuai there would be at least a half dozen 
concerns enter such a test which would re- 
quire each contesting car to travel at least 
100 miles, changing a rim each twenty-five 
miles and at least twice change an inner 
tube.

“The stairs are bad; the whole house is 
bad. We must have new quarters soon,”

*Halis’’ Combed for Workers? 

There is a rumor prevalent that at times 
when the bridewell ts overwhelmed with 
municipal court work the “ big beer halls "’ 
of the west and south sides are systemat- 
ically *“‘combed "> by the police for unem- 
ployed members of the craft who cannot give 
a satisfactory excuse for existing. Nothing 
has been ascertained as to the truth of the 
existence of such a system, but it ie a fact 
that this institution has never been com- 
pelled to hire printers, however pressing the. 
work on hand. 

During dull seasons, if the supply of print- 
ers and binders in this institution is in ex- 
cess of the demand, they are provided with 
healthy outdoor exercise in the clay hole or 
in the .quarry. 

Municipal court forms and police and fire 
department blanks coristitute the principal 
output of this print shop. Annua! reports 
of the house of correction and John Worthy 
school are regular publications, and the City 
Manual, a work of about 500 pages, was also 
printed and bound here recently. The latter 
edition amounted to about 4,000 copies, was 
stitched entirely by hand, c made by 
hand, rounded and back on the steam 
pipes, and a presentable specimen of book- 
making wae secured. The vitals of the 
work, the text, is a dream—the dream of a 
hasheesh fiend—from a proofreader’s view- 
point. | 

Court Book Gem in Errors. 

The Municipal court book of abbgeviated 

and amplified court forms is another little 


‘gem, the perusal of Which is indicative of the 


best way not to do it. Errors, abound in 
House of Correction productions—in fact, are 
the rule rather than the exception.

URE, Pete, what'll it- be?" smiled 
ee the barkeep in a ‘‘soft drink ~ 
parlor when the customer leaned 
over the- bar and whispered for 
something more. alcoholic than 
“ temperance beer.”’ 

The barkeep did not know he was being 
** optionized.”’ 

‘‘Optionized"” is the latest in detective 
methods, and, curiously enough, the detec- 
tives couldn’t make an arrest if they wanted 
to. 

The detectives Work for the Anti-Saloon 
league of Illinois, and are the ofly employés 
of that organization in whom drinking its 
countenanced, approved, and even required. 

A good “ optionizer’’ must be able to drink 
several samples ef “ jingo,”’ a couple of bot- 
tles of beer, and then keep. in condition to, 
distinguish between real rye ‘whisky and 
* lung tonic.”’ 

The Illinois cities that went into the “‘ dry "’ 
brigade at the election recently create addi- 
tional posts for ‘* optionigers,’’ a dezen or 80 
of whom are now on the regular pay rol) of 
the Anti-Saloon league. 4 

** Optionizers ” will have additional work 
as a result of the passage of a new law by 
the state legislature prohibiting C. O. D. ship- 
ments of liquor and beer to “dry” towns, 
Formerly, it is declared, express agents acted 
as agents for wholesale liquor houses by con- 
tracting for several cases of beer or barrels 
of whisky to be delivered C. O. D. and sold to 
any person who could pay the charges. 

This makes additional work for the Anti- 
Saloon league detective and officials of that 
organization are considering means to in- 
crease their force. 

“The principal qualifications of an *‘ op- 
tionizer’ are strength, capacity for liquor, 
and tact,”’ said an officia] of the league. 

The qualification of strength is one of the 
most important. Many an “ optionizer”’ of 
only average build and muscle has learned 
that the barkeepers are generally husky 
enough to throw him out of the “ soft drink ” 
establishment minus his incriminating sam- 
ples when it is learned that the jovial pur- 
chaser of many bottles ig a°epy. 

“‘Optionizers’”’ spend half their time in 
getting evidence and the other half in testi- 
fying before courts of justice. Often the 
character of the detective is assailed and a 
jury generally dislikes a spy. - 

Production of samples of the tabooed bev- 
erage in court generally ie the only sure 
means of conviction which the “ optionizer ”’ 
knows. Cases have been known where the 
samples have been stolen. Consequently, the 
Anti-Saloon league detective must always be 
on the alert and ready to fight with the 200 
pounds or more of muscle and bone that 
make up his six foot*’frame. .
